Boston Outsiders and the M ichigan Election

Gerald Ford blamed the 
embarrassing Democratic 
victory in his home 
congressional district on 
outsiders — out-of-state 
organizers, money, and “PR 
men” who, he said, did an 
excellent job of ‘exploiting 
certain economic difficulties 
within the district.” 

It’s a little frightening to hear 
the Vice President of the United 
States talking like Dapper 
O’Neil, but Ford is right about 
the outsiders. The slick 


campaign that resulted last. 


week in an upset victory for the 
Democrat, Richard Vander- 
Neen, in Michigan’s fifth 
district, was orchestrated, in its 
entirety, by a young and 
dynamic political consulting 
firm — Marttila, Payne, Kiley 
and Thorne of 1 State St., 
Boston. 

But to really understand and 


appreciate the significance of. 


the event you have to know a 
little bit about Grand Rapids. 

Tom Vallely, just back after 
spending a couple of months out 
there in the heart of Middle 
America serving as 
VanderVeen’s campaign 
manager, described his re-entry 
into Boston as a real “cultural 
shock.” 

Grand Rapids is a rich and 
growing American city with a 
population of 200,000 — the only 
major city in a district basically 
made up of Kent County and 
the smaller, rural Ionia County. 
“To give you a picture of Grand 
Rapids,” Vallely said, “they 
were selling cattle and farm 
machinery in the lobby of my 
hotel.” 

Grand Rapids is used by 
major firms to test-market their 
new products because it is 
considered, at least by Madison 
Avenue marketing researchers, 
to be a kind of microcosm of 


' America. The city is large 


enough to have slums, and yet 
the district is still rural enough 
to have, well, cattle in the hotel 
for one thing. 

There’s a lot of industry there 
— Fisher Body, General Motors 
Diesel, and Kelvinator — and 
though much of it is non-union, 
the United Auto Workers is a 
potent political force. 

But much of the 27 percent of 


* the district’s population that is 


made up of labor households is 
Republican and Gerry Ford 
managed to pick up better than 
60 percent of the vote routinely 
during the 25 years he held the 
seat, even though he was never a 
friend of the working man. 


The one notably non-typical 
aspect is the high percentage of 
the population that is of Dutch 
ancestry — nearly 10 percent — 
described as ‘‘a very 
conservative, closed-mouth 
people” whose influence on the 
moral and political beliefs of the 
district exceeds their numbers. 
A whopping 30 percent of the 
population attends the Dutch 
Reform Church, a strict, no 
drinking, dancing, or fooling- 
around religion. 

It’s not really surprising that 
the GOP has thrived there for so 
long. The Michigan Republican 


party has, existed for 112 years 


and it has held the Fifth 
Congressional District seat for 
108 of them. Only three 
Democrats have held the seat in

there are so many people named 
Vander-something that voters 
looking at the two names really 
see only the “Laan” and the 
“Veen.”’) 

VanderLaan dominated the 
field in the Republican primary 
and two days later Grand 
Rapids honored its local hero, 
Gerry Ford, returning home 
triumphant as the first non- 
popularly-elected vice president 
in the nation’s history. Ten 
thousand people flocked to the 
airport where Ford and his old. 
crony, VanderLaan, posed 


cameras. 

‘*Ford’s and 
influence in the district is 
overwhelming,” observed Dan 
Payne, one of the principals of

arm-in-arm, for the 


7,000 votes and picking up an 
impressive 51 percent of the 
votes cast. 

The key to his victory strategy 
was two-fold: In selecting the 
Marttila firm to run his 
campaign, he chose a group of 
professional campaign 
strategists who have been 
rapidly gaining a national 
reputation by putting together 
an impressive record of victories 
for moderate-to-liberal 
Democratic candidates. 

But what really did it was the: 
decision by VanderVeen to turn 
the election into what he himself 
termed a referendum on Richard 
Nixon. 

It was a simple-minded, one 


_issue campaign and it was 
effective. But the issue, the |

its history, and even in 1964 
when Lyndon Johnson was 
sweeping the country and 
pulling dozens of Democrats 
along on his coattails, Gerry 
Ford polled 62 percent of the 
vote at home. 

The district has been hit hard 
by the energy crisis, there are 
continuing layoffs at the auto 
plants and the unemployment 
rate has reached a staggering 12 
percent. Still, less than two 
months ago Gerry Ford’s long 
time heir apparent, State 
Senate Majority Leader Robert 


VanderLaan looked unbeatable. 


He showed 62 percent support 
in the polls, compared with a 
mere 28 percent for the lesser- 
known Democratic party regular 
(and long-time loser) 
VanderVeen. (Confusion over 
the similar names, by the way, is 


_..minimal in Grand Rapids where » 


the Marttila firm and the man 
who handled the advertising for 
the VanderVeen campaign. 
‘Local TV carried 20 minutes of 
live coverage of a speech he gave 
at-a high school. They even 
covered his trip to the 
barbershop.” 

Ford sent out a letter on vice 
presidential. stationery 
supporting his candidate, 


VanderLaan, and even went so’ 


far as to Say: “Bob VanderLaan 
is President Nixon’ 8 personal 
choice for the seat.”’ 
A Nixon Referendum 

Hmmm. That was the 
beginning of the end. 
VanderVeen, an unexciting 
(although “decent”), relatively 
inarticulate and unattractive 
Democrat upset the more well 
known, popular, eloquent and 
attractive Republican, 


~ VanderLaan — beating him by 


campaign strategists stress, was 
not just Watergate, as has been 
reported in much of the press. It 
was Richard Nixon and his 
entire record in the presidency. 
‘Watergate is a misnomer,” said 
John Marttila, prime mover 
behind the consulting firm. 
“The major issue right now is 
the entire Nixon administration. 
Nearly 60 percent of the country 
disapproves of what he is 
doing.” 

Vallely, the out-of-state 
campaign manager, was more 
direct: “Our position was this: 
Get the son of a bitch out of 


office because he’s not a good 


guy and he’s fucking up the 
country.” 


VanderVeen did discuss a few 


issues — unemployment, energy, 
inflation — but in each case he 


- tied the problem directly to 


Nixon and then tied Nixon 


directly to his opponent, 
‘VanderLaan. He promised only 
one thing: If elected, he would go 
to Washington and do all he 
could to force the resignation or 


impeachment of Richard Nixon. 


The campaign literature 
hammered away at this one 
point, saying nothing about 
VanderVeen except that he was 
“honest” and a “Democrat.” 
The style and approach was 
identical to that employed by 
Marttila and his colleagues in 


the 1971 Kevin White ‘Te- 


election campaign. 

In the White campaign, after 
the polls showed White’s major 
weakness in the minds of the 
voters was a lack of toughness, 
the billboard slogans were 
specifically written to stress 
Kevin White as a tough guy. 
“When Landlords raise the 
Rent,” one said, “‘Mayor White 
raises Hell.’’ ‘‘The Port 
Authority Had Plans for East 
Boston. Mayor White Tore up 
the Plans.” 

Using the same kind of 
concise, simple catchy phrases, 
the VanderVeen campaign 
emphasised its only issue. A 
typicalad: 


“Robert VanderLaan 
is soft 
on Nixon. 

“Richard Nixon’s personal 

choice for Congress in the 

Fifth District is Robert 

VanderLaan, the Repub- 

lican. 

“So it’s easy to understand 

why VanderLaan’s soft on 

Nixon. If you had a dollar for 
_-every time he criticized 

-Nixon’s policies, you’d still 


be broke... 


Tying his Republican 
opponent so tightly to Nixon 
may not have been an entirely 
fair move by VanderVeen, but 
we'll never really know because 
-VanderLaan refused to respond 
‘to the attacks. All he distributed 
were simple leaflets which 
outlined his years as a party 


regular and quoted: him 


ng, “I strongly believe that a 


life of public service is one of the 


highest callings an 
can pursue,”

FBI STILL TAKING NOTES 


The Reporters Committee for 
Freedom of the Press — a 
Washington-based group of 
news reporters — is filing suit to 
stop A.T.&T.. from secretly 
turning over the private 
telephone records of news people 
to police and the government. 

A.T.&T. admitted last month 
that-during the past five years, it 
has secretly given the 
government the phone records of 
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at least five reporters and four 
news organizations. The phone 
company said it routinely 
turned over the records of local 
and long-distance calls made by 
journalists whenever such 
records were subpoenaed by the 
government. A.T.&T. also 
added that it follows a policy of 
not informing a reporter if his or 
her records have been 
subpoenaed. 

So far, the reporters and news 
organizations whose records 
have been given to federal 
investigators include columnist 
Jack Anderson; Anderson’s 
assistant, Les Whitten; David 
Rosenbaum of the New York 
Times; and Richard Dudman of 
the St. Louis Post Dispatch and 
reporters from the Knight 
newspaper chain. 

The Justice Department has 
admitted to subpoenaing the 
records for use in tracking down 
a reporter’s news sources. 

The committee’s suit alleges 
that the practice is illegal 
because it interferes with a 
reporter’s' confidential news 
sources. In addition, the suit 
demands that A:T.&T. be 
compelled to tell a reporter 


when his or her records have _ 


been subpoenaed, so that the 
journalist may have the 
opportunity to challenge the 
validity of that action in court. 
The most recent episode of 
this sort occurred when New 
York Times reporter 
Rosenbaum, who is writing a 
story about the I.R.S. and a 
major contributor to the Nixon 
Campaign, had his phone 
records subpoenaed by the 
government.

The reporters kept 


mentioning the sign reading 
“God loves America, God loves 
Nixon,” but it was desperation 
rather than love that set the 
tone for Honor America Day in 
Huntsville, Ala., last week. 
Nixon’s last visit to the 
Wallacite bastion was in 1971, 
and then Nixon and his boys 
were trying hard to snub George. 
They had just dumped $400,000 
on Wallace’s gubernatorial 
opponent in an attempt to derail 
the Biggest Bigot Bandwagon. 
But now Nixon leans on the 
south, and he tried to claim the 
crowd turned out by the Wallace 
machine as supporting first him, 
then the Governor, then the 

\ nation. “I thank you for coming 
out in such great numbers to 
welcome me and Governor 
Wallace and the other guests on 
this occasion .. .” 

Speaking after Nixon, 
Wallace subtly pointed out that 
the honor was due the office, not 
the man. “We in Alabama have 
always honored the office of the 
presidency.” 


EXPENSIVE OIL TALKS 


New York Congressman 
Charles Rangle says that the oil 
companies have spent nearly as 
much money talking about the 
energy crisis as they have on 
solving it. 

According to Rangle, the'six 
largest U.S. companies spent a 
combined total of $795 million 
between 1970 and 1972 for all 


their research and development 
programs. .Rangle says that 
during the same period, the 
same companies spent nearly 60 
percent of this amount on 
advertising alone. 

Rangle says that one 
company, Gulf Oil, actually 
spent more money on 
advertising in 1970 than it did 
on development and research. 


MISSILEMEN AT LOGAN? 


The Federal Aviation Agency 
has come up with a bizarre 
proposal to protect American 
officials from terrorist rocket 
attacks while in airplanes. 

The F.A.A. is proposing that 
government airliners which 
carry such persons as Henry 
Kissinger be equipped with wide- 
angle periscopes. The agency 
suggests that trained agents 
would watch the ground through 
these periscopes in an effort to 
spot heat-seeking missiles fired 
at the airliner. 

‘The F.A.A. says that in the 
event a heat-seeking missile is 
spotted, the agents could 
immediately fire off a series of 
hot fire flares that would 
distract the missiles from their 
intended targets. 

The F.A.A.’s plan was made 
public by New York 
Congressman John Murphy.

Call Girls, Their Clients — and the Police

“I don’t know how I could 
have been so stupid,’ Tony 
Preston moaned. “I gave her my 
real name. I had them come to 
my house. I even paid with a 
personal check.” 

Tony Preston, who was not 
stupid enough to let us use his 
real name, is worried. A product 
of St. Grottlesex and the Ivy 
League, a married man with a 


good.job, a man on his way up in. 


the world, Tony Preston is 
worried about a card file in the 
Suffolk County District 
Attorney’s evidence vault. A few 
years ago, Preston hired two call 
girls to provide ‘entertainment’ 
at a bachelor party he threw. He 
thinks he obtained their services 
through a ring which the Suffolk 
County DA raided earlier this 
month. He thinks the police 


‘might have his name on file. He 


doesn’t want to think about 
what might happen when they 


_ decode the file. 


“For God’s sake, I’m -not 
afraid of my wife or my boss 
finding out,” Preston snorts. He 
wasn’t married at the time he 
threw the party; in his business, 
executives are expected to be 
able to find call girls to cater to 
their clients’ desires. But 
Preston is nonetheless afraid of 
the scandal that might erupt if 
his name hits the newspapers 
with the phrase “call girl ring”’ 
connected to it. After all, John 
Profumo is working with 
derelicts in the London slums 
these days. 

Preston first came across his 
call girl ring a few years ago, at a 
friend’s house. “A bunch of us 
were sitting around one 
afternoon, bored,’’ he recalls, 
“when (their host) got up and 


‘made a phone call. I heard him 


give first name,. and his 


$ curity number, and ask 
for two girls. He asked for the 


two youngest ones, and asked 
what they looked like.’’ 
Evidently he liked what he. 
heard, because about 45 minutes 
later, Preston. recalls, two girls 
came to the door. “They asked 
‘Is this where the party is?’, and 


then came in.” In the ensuing 


hours, the girls practiced their 
profession. 

Preston was so impressed with 
their services that, some-months 
later, he engaged them for a 
bachelor party. For a prix fixe of 
$200, plus $10 for each customer, 
the girls drove to his house, put 
on a display of various sexual 
acts, and had intercourse with 
the men at the party. Both 
women claimed to be twenty- 
four years old, although one 
looked closer to thirty-eight. 
One was white, and spoke with a 
British accent; the other was 
black, and said she was a 
medical student. “They were 
high class girls” Preston recalls, 


with a certain dreamy look 
crossing his face.

John C. O’Malley came across 
his call girl ring somewhat 
differently. Detective O’Malley, 
a Boston Police Officer assigned 
to the Special Investigations

Prostitution: ‘Freedom in an Oppressive World’ 


(The following article was 
written by a Boston woman who 
has worked as a prostitute. She 
wishes to remain anonymous.) 

“When I was in college I had a 
friend who used to say “If we’re 
not married by the time we’re 25 
let’s become prostitutes.” I 
would always agree that it was 
the only alternative. 

We were not entirely serious, 
of course. And both of us were 
terrified of what would happen 
to us if we did not get married by 
the time we were 25. I was 
married quite a few years before 
that age, and she has never 
married. She lives with her 
married sister and is a nursery 
school teacher. 

The alternatives for women — 
prostitution for one man or 


always there in my.conscious as 
well as my unconscious. That 
was in the 50’s before women’s 
liberation, before the so-called: 
sexual revolution. I was from a 
lower-middle class conservative 
religious background. One side 
of the family had petit bourgeois 
pretensions; the other side was 
pure working class. Both sides 
were agreed on how to bring up 
children: education first, then 
marriage and children. And no 
sex before either. With me the 
theory backfired. I did 
everything they ever dreamt in 
their wildest nightmares and 
more. They don’t know how they 
failed, because I have never 
thought they could profit by 
having their illusions destroyed. 


It was clear to me very early ~ 


that there were only two 


alternatives for women and that 
eventually, no matter which 
road she takes, a woman ends up 
selling herself to survive. I am 


’ sure that every woman is as 


aware of the spectre of 
prostitution (illegally selling her 

ly) as she is aware of the ever- 
present threat of rape (recent 
FBI statistics indicate that 


reported rapes occur once every — 


14 minutes). Even though we try 

to repress the fact that we could 

be a, prostitute or be raped (or 

both), the possibility is never far 

frém-the surface of our minds. — 
*** 

My clients are from various 
lifestyles and classes. They are 
primarily middle-class 
professional men in their 40’s. 
Some, however, are older, some 
younger, and some are working 


class. One of my acquaintances 
has a strictly upper-middle- 
class cliéntele. No one steps 
through her door for less than 
$50. On the other hand, I have 
an acquaintance who deals 
strictly with lower-middle-class 
and working men who are in and 
out in twenty minutes for $20. 
From whatever class or lifestyle 
the men have ordinary sexual. 
preferences. Most of them are 
married with children and are 
‘just folks.’ The thing they have 
in common is an ability to view: 
sex as another bodily function 
like eating, going to the 
bathroom or-shaving. It matters 
very little who they are with as 
long as you are female and 
reasonably accomplished. and 
attractive. Their main concern 
is with their own ability to 


perform. The prostitute’s 
success depends on her ability to 
help them perform and make 
them feel like a special 
performer. The better actress 
she is, the more successful she 
will be in business. 

When I went into the business 
I had to learn to act. That was 


the most difficult thing for me to 


handle. The game is ‘illusion.’ 

They want to know that you dig 
their cock, that you came three 
times, that they’re the best lay 
you ever had, that you can’t 
keep your hands off men and the 
reason you're a prostitute is not 
because you need the money but 
because you really dig sex. In 
short, you’re a nymphomaniac 
and they are Supercock. You 
must pretend to enjoy your

NEW YORK — Ramsey Clark wants to 
go to Washington. The 46-year-old 
former Attorney General is planning to 
campaign for the New York Senate seat 
now held by Republican Jacob Javits, 
whose term expires next January. 
Although. Clark will definitely be the 
underdog — few people in political circles 
think Javits can be unseated this year — 
his campaign should be one of the more 
unconventional in American politics. 
And it might even provide some 
surprises, considering the distaste voters 
are showing for politics-as-usual. 

This will be Clark’s first campaign for 
public office, but he can hardly be 
considered a newcomer to politics. His 
father, a longtime family friend of LBJ, 
was Attorney General himself for four 
years before being named to the Supreme 
Court by Harry Truman in 1949. The 
younger Clark joined his father’s Dallas 
law firm in 1951, left that to join Robert 
Kennedy’s Justice Department in 1961, 
and in 1967 replaced Nicholas 
Katzenbach as Attorney General. 

When Clark took over the Justice 
Department, Fred Graham wrote in the 
New ‘York Times Magazine that his 
‘image as Attorney General may 
resemble that of public defender more 
than prosecutor.” 

The two words most commonly used to 
describe Clark seem to be “principled” 
and “‘unassuming.” He is a rangy Texan 
with a casual, easy-going manner and 
still a bit of a Southern drawl. He lives 
now in a luxury apartment in Greenwich 
Village, where the interview from which 
these excerpts are taken was conducted 
earlier this month. 

Q. The first time you mentioned that 

you might be running for the Senate was 
last fall when a reporter asked if you were 
planning to be a candidate this year. Had 
you meant to announce your intentions 
that early? 
_ A. My view of what you’d call the 
problem of announcement is that a 
person ‘who’s thinking about running 
needs to say what he’s thinking about. 
We just can’t be hypocritical about what 
we're thinking about. There’s been no 
formal announcement. in any 
conventional sense. What happens is I’m 
asked and | just say what’s happening. 

Q. Have you definitely decided to run 


_orare you still feeling the situation out? 


A. I expect to go all the way. So it’s not 
still testing and exploring. My intention 
at this time is to go all the way. 

There’s some feelings that I have about 
the electoral process that will make the 
campaign very difficult. I guess the two 
that create the greatest difficulty are, 
one, financing. My judgement is that the 
methods by which we finance campaigns 
are far more harmful than we’ve 
generally realized. We — when I say we I 
mean people who’ve been in politics — 
have liked to think that there’s goed big 
money and bad big money, the good big 
money being for you and the bad big 
money being against you. The fact is 
that, corruption aside, big money is 
undemocratic. It vastly distorts the worth 
and influence of an individual in a 
democratic society insofar as political 
power is concerned. And consequently, 
from the standpoint of integrity or 
pureness, in a democracy it’s 
unacceptable. So what I’m looking for are 
the ways in mass society for reaching 
people and convincing them that they 


’ have a stake in electoral politics that 


-bring about public financing. So we’re. 


transcends even just voting. That they 
can participate — in fact, have an 
obligation to participate — in the process 
of driving the influence of wealth from 
the democratic electoral process. And 
this means using the electoral process to 


looking in this campaign for an average 
$10 contribution. I don’t expect, or want, 
poor people to sacrifice to give $10 — you 
can’t do that — but I think it’s awfully 
important for the individual to feel a 
commitment and identification with the 
whole process. And this puts a $100 
ceiling on... 

Q. What do you mean by a $100 
ceiling? 

A. That no contributions in excess of 


. $100 will be accepted. 


$0 to speak, we callita machine, it’s nota. 


Q. What’s the second problem? 
A. The second problem is the machine, 


machine. What it is, it’s concentration in 
a few power centers of the appearance or 
actual control of a large number of votes, 
either in the nominating or the electing 
process. And, you know, I just think it’s 
very harmful. 

There’s a real question of the capacity 
of democratic institutions to cope with 
the phenomenon of mass urban 
technologically advanced society. To 
deny that that question exists is, I think, 
very dangerous and terribly unrealistic. 
Just look around’ this world at some 
countries that have been democracies. 
Look at Chile or look at Brazil or Greece, 
you see what’s happening. I don’t really 
see in the long run how problems can be 
solved satisfactorily in huge populations 
except through the democratic process. 
But right now the process isn’t solving 
the problems. Just look at the paralysis of 
the United States Congress. It’s a time of 
high fear, people want decisive action. 
The democratic institutions haven’t 
shown a high capacity for decisive, 
effective action. And this in my judgment 
is the basic dynamic behind the 
concentration of power,in the Presidency. 
It’s not some guy down there grasping 
power because he covets it, it’s the failure 
of democratic institutions to perform, 


and a contributing factor is the exclusion. 


of people. 
Machines exclude people, they exclude 
direct participation, you don’t feel like 


your vote counts, you don’t feel like you © 


can buck a machine. And therefore the 
risks of corruption and the risks of the 
abuse of power are just too great. So I 
think it’s necessary as a matter of making 


electoral processes and democratic - 


institutions viable, giving them a fair 
chance, to seek the direct participation of 
the people, get ‘em out. I think we’ll 


accept the verdict of the majority when . 


we really believe that the majority has 
participated and that it’s had a 
meaningful opportunity to decide. And it 
hasn’t. 
This will be an effort to appeal directly 
to the people and involve the people in a 
people’s campaign. We put up so many 
- barriers to the citizen and we exclude — 
and you almost have to say purposefully 
and systematically — millions and 
‘millions of people. You can say for no 
reason, but it really doesn’t work out that 
way. Incumbency likes the present 
constituency, the present constituency 
elected incumbency and change could be 
perilous apd therefore there’s a resistance 
to an enlargement of the franchise and as 


a result we suffer enormously. If the poor ~ 


were voting, politicians would be 
responsive to the poor and the problems. 
of poverty in America would be more 
readily addressed through legislative. 
power. 

People participation? It won’t be done 
in a day, it won't be done in one race but I 
think it’s a beginning. 

Q. If you were to fail to get the 
Democratic nomination would you 
consider running as an independent? 

A. It’s almost impossible to foresee. If 
the question implies, ‘Is there a party 
loyalty there?” I think parties are 
necessary, I think they’re important, but 
I think the country and the people are 


more importamt. And frankly I have. 


voted for and campaigned for a good 
many Republicans in my life and expect 
to campaign and vote for more in the 
future. I don’t think it’s possible that one 
political party would always offer all the 
right candidates. Life’s just not like that. 


Q. I was wondering why you. were 
interested in running for office at this 
time? 

A. I think we’ve about strategized 
ourselves to death, I really do. We make 
all these clever calculations about time 
and place and all. Our capacity to 
determine those things is not 10 percent 
of the picture. 

I’ve never run for office, I’ve never 
managed anybody's campaign, I had 


never really campaigned until 69 and — 


70, and very little in ’69. In ’70 I spent 
several months doing nothing else, all for 
peace candidates all over the country, 
from California to Massachusetts, 
because I thought it was one of the most 
important things in the country at the 
time.

The City Union:Closed iShop on the Waterfront — 


By Howard Husock 
The Commercial Block 


‘building on Boston's waterfront 
still casts an imposing presence 
around the harbor, despite the 
decay that has visited the port 
that spawned the structure. 
Once the 120-year old building 
was a symbol of Boston’s 
commercial wealth, an 
architectural masterpiece that 
greeted ships as they 


approached the docks and~ 


_markets surrounding it. The 
federal government has thought 
enough of it to designate the 
building a national landmark. 

Today, Commercial Block is 
about to become @ very different 
type of symbol. The glorious 
monument to Old Boston will 
fill a less inspiring role in the 
New Boston. Courtesy of: the 
‘Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA), the building 
will join the long ranks of urban 
renewal projects poisoned by 
political patronage. 

If BRA director Robert 
Kenney has his way, rights to 
redevelop Commercial Block, 
one of three major projects in the 
$100 million waterfront renewal 
project, will be awarded by the 
BRA to the city’s employees’ 
union: Local 285 of the United 
City, County and State 
Employeés Union. Chosen by 


Kenney from among 13 bidders 
for the lucrative right to convert 
Commercial Block to 


’ apartments and business uses, 


the seven-year-old, 4,000- 
member union has risen in 
membership and influence 
simultaneously with Kevin 
White’s career. Union head 
Thomas Kennedy has been one 
of White’s most vocal labor 
backers, and union members 
contributed $2,100 to the 
Mayor’s last campaign. 

Current union plans for the 
Commercial Block call for what 
amounts to a redevelopment 
closed shop: According to 
Mathew McGrath, Local 285’s 
business manager, 
apartments in the building will 
be rented only to union 
members; the building’s first 
floor will be a union business 
office; the construction will be 
financed by the union pension 
fund. This information 
apparently has not been made 
available to the BRA directors. 

The million-dollar 
redevelopment project is one of 


_ the choice plums the BRA now 


has to offer. Unlike Park Plaza, 
the waterfront project has 
emerged from citizen protests 
changed but undisputedly alive: 
construction will begin this 


the 37° 


spring. What’s more, the 
harborside real estate, after 
years of decay, has become 
extremely valuable, so much so 
‘that private finance is eager to 
back it even without the 
financial incentives urban 
renewal programs provide. Not 
that those incentives will be 
missing in Commercial Block. 
Local 285, if it gets final 
approval, will buy for $10,000 a 
building which, by virtue of its 
locale, is valued at at least 
$100,000. 


To date, only objections from 


one of the five BRA directors has 
prevented final designation of 
the union as the building’s 
developer. At the Jan. 31 board 
meeting, board member Paul 
Burns, a lawyer, ‘suggested that 
granting rights to the union 
would create a conflict of 
interest and violate the code of 
ethics for municipal workers. 
That code (Ch. 268, Sec. 17-23 of 
The Mass. General law) 
prescribes fines for any 
municipal employee who has ‘“‘a 
financial interest,* directly or 
indirectly, in a contract made by 
a municipal agency of the same 


city or town.” Through Burns’. 


urging, the matter is now heing 
considered by the city’s 
corporation counsel. 


Furthermore Burns is critical 
of the BRA staff for failing to 
provide board members — who 
have the final say in such 
matters — with any information 
as to why the union’s proposal 
was considered superior to the 


- 12 others also submitted. Three 


weeks after requesting ‘that 
information, Burns says he has 
not received it — and the matter 
of Commercial Block is expected 
to appear again on this 
Thursday’s BRA board agenda. 


Hindu Grab - What? 


. The union’s involvement on 
the waterfront has also attracted 


attention of residents of the area- 


who, in a court suit two years 
ago, succeeded in halting BRA 
plans for large-scale demolition 
and ‘luxury housing in the 
waterfront area for lack of 
community participation in the 
plans. Those residents now 
express a willingness to return to 
court to have BRA developer 
designations overtutned. 

“Where I come from,” says 
Paul Burns, who comes from a 
background in’ a State Street 
law firm, ‘‘they call this kind of 
thing Hindu grab-ass.”’ Burns is 
the only member of the BRA 
board not appointed by Kevin 
White — being Gov. Sargent’s 


representative. Burns is often 
alone in opposing 
recommendations made to the 
board by another White 
appointee, Director Kenney. ’ 
Burns suggests that the board 
is being used as a rubber stamp 


. by the White Administration — 


not as the check on bureaucratic 
power it is in theory. The board, 
says Burns, is becoming ‘a 
public farce. We can’t let people 
think we’re pulling a fast one. 
But when 13 groups take the 
time and money to submit 
proposals (for Commercial 
Block), we shouldn’t just make a 
recommendation out of the blue. 
I have asked for an analysis of 
the different proposals — which 
we should have had when Mr. 
Kenney asked us to designate 
the union.” 

Apparently the possible 
violation of state ethics laws did 
not seem important enough for 
Kenney to point it out to the 
board. The. legal question is 
delicate enough, however, to 
have occupied Corporation 
Counsel Herbert Gleason for 
over two weeks. The case could 
be an important precedent in 
determining if unions are bound 
by the same ethical regulations 


that restrict individual

LONDON — The latest 
economic figures released here 
are not encouraging to Prime 
Minister Edward Heath as he 
steers his Conservative 
government toward the Feb. 28 
general election which is widely 
seen as Britain’s most critical 
since World War II. 

The overall cost of living has 
risen 12 percent in the past year, 
with food prices. jumping 20 
percent in the same period. 
Meanwhile, investment has 
slumped dramatically as_ basic 
interest rates have almost 
doubled over the last twelve 
months, and mortgage rates 
stand at a record high of 11 
percent. 

Place against this long-term 
economic silhouette the 


immediate impact of the 
ongoing strike -by Britain's 
69,000 coal miners and you have 
the major issues on which the 
contests in 635 constituencies 
here will be fought. 

Essentially it’s a two-issue 
campaign — but for each of the 
two major parties, one of those 
issues is potentially very 
damaging.

Remembrances Feminist Days Past 


By Karen Lindsey 

“Female Liberation has been 
the only place for women here to 
get our own heads together 
without any party line, where 
individualism is accepted, 
where women are encouraged to 
be strong and to be everything a 
woman can be.’’ — Marge 


Fentine, Female Liberation 
office manager. 
On Jan. 21, Female 


Liberation decided, after a life 
span of nearly seven years, to 
disband by the end of February. 
It was a difficult step, but a 
positive one. Since that 
meeting, I’ve been helping to 
write the press release and to 
relocate Second Wave, talking 
to the members about the 
decision and about their 
experiences in the group, and 
trying to sort out my. own 


feelings about Female - 


Liberation’s demise. For most of 
my two and a half years in 
Boston, I’ve been intensely 
involved in Female Liberation, 
and it is difficult to imagine 
what it will be like without it. 
What has made it easier for 
me, and for all. the women I 
talked to, is that it is impossible 
to see the disbanding of FL as a 
failure. It had lived out its life as 


‘demanded free, 
_ community- “controlled day care. 


an organization, and its list of 
accomplishments is impressive. 
It survived two major political 
splits — first with Cell 16 and 
later with the women of the 
Socialist Workers Party. It 
created first the Journals of 
Liberation and, later, when the 
women who formed Cell 16 left, 
the Second Wave. It was a major 
force behind the passage of the 
Child Care Referendum in 1972, 
in which a majority of voters 
24-hour, 


It worked on the abortion issue 
and on lesbian rights, and 
sponsored forums on such topics 
as the Equal Rights Amendment 
and women in prison. It 


’ established a speakers bureau 


through which women in. the 
organization spoke to. various 
groups on all aspects of the 
women’s movement. 

It produced a Weekly radio 
show, WBZ-FM’s I am Woman. 
Its orientation committee 
conducted weekly discussions 
and set up consciousness-raising 
groups. It worked on 
SPEAKOUTRAGE, the public 
hearings in which women 
testified about medical abuses 


they had been subjected to. 


There was a feminist bookstore 
and a library in the office, and 
there were several women’s 
cultural events — a poetry 
reading series, a film series, an 
art exhibit. And the 
organization was active in the 
protests against Nixon’s welfare 
cutbacks last year. — 

As important as its tangible 
accomplishments is what 
Female Liberation did. for the 
“women who belonged to, it and 
who came in contact with it. For 
many of us, particularly those 
who came into FL in the two 
years after the SWP women left, 
it was a political education. 
Some of us: had been 
peripherally involved in radical 
politics before; many others had 
not; and only a few had any real 
political background. We came 
to the organization for the best 
of reasons: we were women 
increasingly aware of our 
oppression, and we wanted to 
work against that oppression. 
After the SWP women left, 
Female Liberation lacked the 


specific political direction it had ° 


once had, and it never regained 
a_ strong sense of focus. This 
made it frustrating for the 


women who wanted, and knew _ 


“they wanted, an action-based 


group, but it also made it a 
helpful arena for those of us 
exploring the possibilities of our 
feminism. Inevitably, the 
exploration led to differences in 
emphasis and priorities among 
the members. Many women 
focused their energies on 
projects existing in the 
organization: the magazine, the 
radio show, the orientation 
committee, actions like 
SPEAKOUTRAGE. Others 
attempted to organize different 
projects or actions based on 
earlier political committments 
of the group. When enough 
interest wasn’t either generated 
or sustained within FL they left 
to work with, or form, new 
groups: Barbara worked with 
self-help groups; Marnette 
became involved with the Labor 
Pains Collective’s child-care 
work; Jene helped organize the 
Women’s Cooperative of 
Newton and Brookline; Claire 
went into studying and teaching 
self-defense. These decisions 
were not always made easily, 
and there was often bitterness, 
confusion, and conflict. 
Concepts of how to relate to 
power clashed: do we try to 


eliminate it altogether? or to 
restructure, redefine it? Some of 
us felt strongly in one direction, 
some in the other, and many 
more were caught in the growing 
waves of confusion. 

But that confusion was 
necessary. The women’s 


movement is based on a refusal’ 


to accept the old values, to 
assume that what was good for 
the patriarchy is good for us. 
Confusion is terrifying, and it is 
an easy temptation to grab onto 
a new structure without really 


. questioning or examining it. We 


never gave into this temptation. 
The range of our 
accomplishments and projects is 
a fair measure of the amount of 
exploration we did. But at the 
same time, we found 
communication with each other 


_increasingly difficult; we didn’t 


understand one another’s values 
or even the frameworks in which 
those values were expressed. We 
were threatened by each other; 
we laid trips on each other and 
didn’t even know we were doing 
it. As women we had been 
taught to avoid direct 
confrontation; as feminists we 
had not yet overcome this

‘that to be an unacceptable — 


policy as well. 

“The message to Congress,” 
said Payne, “is that they'd 
better get shaking on the 
impeachment issue or they 
won’t be able to go home to their 
constituents this fall. This 
victory is a sign that the 
dissatisfaction has gotten way, 
way down.” 

Vallely described a bizarre 
election eve party in Grand 
Rapids. “It wasn’t a happy 
crowd. It was an angry crowd. 
They were all yelling ‘Nixon’s 
got to go!’ It was a little 
frightening. It was clear that 
they were all there because they 
didn’t like Richard Nixon.” 
You’ve Still Elected A Rep. 

And not, we must logically 
conclude, because they liked 
Richard VanderVeen. The 
danger in turning a 
congressional election into a 
referendum (rather than simply 
holding a referendum if that’s 
what you want) is that after it’s 


all over you’ve elected a 
congressman, and the only thing 
you really know about him is 
that he wants Richard Nixon to 
quit (orsayshedoes). . 

“We'd tell any candidate we 
work for,”’ said Doug Frost, 
“that he’ll have to take an anti- 
Nixon stand, simply because we 
feel that way as a firm.” 

It’s not really clear, therefore, 
whose idea it was originally for 
VanderVeen to turn the 
campaign into a Nixon 
referendum — whether he felt 
that way from the beginning, as 
his workers claim, or whether 
the decision was strictly a 
strategical one made by the 
Boston-based firm that he 
employed to get him elected in 
whichever way they thought 
best. 

What is clear, though, is that 
members of the firm agreed to 
run the campaign not because 
they thought VanderVeen was a 
dynamic guy, particularly, but 
because he was going for Gerry 
Ford’s former seat. They knew 
that if they could pull it off, the 
result would be (a) a message to 
Congress about Nixon and (b) 
nation-wide publicity for the 
firm of Marttila, Payne, Kiley 


and Thorne. That is exactly 
what happened. 

For two days last week, the 
principals of the firm sat around 
their wood-panelled 12th floor

basking in the glow of all the 
publicity. As representatives of 
the local and national press 
called or dropped in, the self- 
styled young ideologues that 
make up this odd business 
enterprise began systematically 
dividing up the interview chores 
much in the manner that they 
would divide up their duties in a 
campaign. 

Dan Payne’s assignment was 
to be interviewed by me, while 
Doug Frost or somebody was 
being interviewed by Newsweek

Central to all the past 
successes of the Marttila group 
(Father Drinan, Kevin White, 
Joe Moakley) as well as their few 
failures (Lindsay, John Kerry) 
has been an exhaustive effort to 
locate and identify their 
sympathetic voters and then 
quite simply drag them to the 
polls on election day. 

This task was made unusually 
difficult in Michigan by the fact 
that there were no party 
registration lists, no computers, 
and the polls showed people’s 
opinions shifting quickly. 

The procedure employed to 
determine who to bring to the 
polls, therefore, was necessarily 
exhaustive. First, everyone who 
voted in the primary (an 
overwhelmingly Republican 
turnout) was scratched from the 
list of voters. The remaining 
names were checked against a 
list of people generally 
sympathetic to the Democratic 
party supplied by the United 
Auto Workers (who were mostly 
out of work and had both the 
time and the motivation to work 
in the campaign). 

Lists of elderly people were 


compiled from various sources’ 


as were names of “everyone who 
had ever worked in a liberal 
campaign.” All mailings were 
addressed by name and 
contained specialized messages 
for the different blocks of voters. 
On election day two or three 
calls were made to those on the 
list who had not yet voted, while 
massive door-to-door canvassing 
in the Polish, black, Catholic, 
working class districts was 
designed to bring everyone out. 

The results, a less than 50 
percent turnout and an upset 
win for the Democrat, indicate 
that enough Republicans ae 
home to do the job. 

“I. don’t think it’s fair 
conclude that ail 


are doomed this November,” | 


said Frost, who was in charge of 
marketing in the VanderVeen 
campaign. “If an incumbent is 
willing to work as hard as we 
did, he can still win. It’s just 
that incumbents tend to get 
lazy.

“I used to be bothered about 
Congress and its preoccupation 
with getting re-elected,” he 
added, ‘“‘but if this works to force 
the impeachment, maybe we do 
have a democracy. If not, maybe 
we don’t.”

WHITE BULLETS IN AFRICA 
The white government of 


Rhodesia has launched a’ 


_massive anti-guerrilla campaign 
that is reminiscent of the U.S. 
tactics in Vietnam. 

The Rodesian government has 
announced the creation of what 
it calls “free fire zones” in areas 
along the border of Rhodesia 
and neighboring Mozambique. 

The Rhodesian government, 
led by Prime Minister Ian 
Smith, has blamed an increase 
in guerrilla activities in his 
country on black insurgents who 
are alleged to be coming into 


Rhodesia from sanctuaries in ~ 


Mozambique. 

The free fire zones being 
formed consist of more than 
5400 square miles; the 
government has issued warnings 
that anyone found in the area 
may be shot on sight. 

The area is being defoliated 
with bulldozers and even 
flamethrowers so that suspected 
guerrillas can not hide in the 
underbrush. 

An estimated 15-to 20- 
thousand blacks who normally 
live in the “free fire zones” have 
been moved to other parts of 
Rhodesia, so that the zones are 
now completely uninhabited.

bomb ripped through the Senate 
wing of the building, federal 
officials have anhounced plans 
to install some $4.4 million 
worth of security equipment to 
prevent future bombings. 

According to Capitol architect 
George White, among the new 
‘devices will be at least’ 100 
hidden television cameras 
throughout the Capitol corridors 
and basements which will 
broadcast pictures to a central 
control room. In addition, there 
will be sensitive monitoring 
devices placed along the 
building’s three miles of steam 
and chilled water tunnels to 
detect ‘‘unauthorized 
intrusions,” and an x-ray system 
will be used to examine all 
packages. 

The architect’s office stresses 
that the elaborate security 
system is not aimed only at 
political saboteurs: It says that 
the building is also trying to cut 
down on the number of souvenir 
hunters who sneak off with a 
door knob or two...

After the election in ’72 I felt 


very badly and I wondered — 


whether I had done all I could 
do, whether just campaigning 
and going around making 
speeches and trying to raise 


money in ways that were not - 


acceptable really in my 
judgment was enough. So I 
began in December to think that 
I would run and I had withdrawn 
from my law firm by the end of 
February: because I didn’t want 
to mix — you know, it’s just 
tragic the way we mix law 
practice and politics. A senator. 
like Javits had his name on the 
door of a law firm while he was 
in office for a quarter of ‘a 
century and you can’t do that. 
So I withdrew and became fully 
independent and prepared to 
move in. This country needs 
change now, it needs help now 
and now’s the time to do it. 

Q. What do you think the 
issues will be? 

A. It’s hard to know how 
specific issues might develop 
because events tend to 
determine them, but I guess I 
think that the underlying and 
important issues will be the old 
political ways versus a new 
concern for electoral processes 
and democratic institutions, the 
need for candor, forthrightness 
on the issues, and finally and 
most important really, effective 
action generated by true 
commitment. 

Q: I believe a year ago 
yesterday you said in a speech 
that Rockefeller’s narcotics bill 
reflected the utter madness of 
society. How do you think the 
drug situation should be 
handled? And as a a Senator, 
what would you try to do about 
the situation? 

A. I think to isolate out 
problems like the drug problem, 
to make it the enemy, to make 
addicts beasts, to create public 
fear toward them, to tell people 
that you'll handle the problem 
by force, by violence, by 


segregation, that this is the « 
enemy, is not only an enormous - 


untruth, it’s terribly, terribly 
harmful in terms of the very 


problem you’re trying to solve. 
Long prison sentences as a 


solution to the drug problem or . 
moral outrage is an insult to the: 


intelligence of society. The 
notion that you can beat heroin 
out of the bloodstream of an 
addict is contrary to all science 
and knowledge. 

I think you can discover the 


synthetic chemistry that will . 


relieve the human body from 
dependency on opiate 
derivatives. I think that’s a blow 


- for liberty, but I think we need 


to try to do that. I think you can 
céntrol technology so that you 
can detect in advance and 


prevent the use of new: 


dangerous drugs that can cause 
damage to body tissue and the 


“thalidomide-type problem. I 
think you can find new ways of © 


curing dependency on alcohol. I 
mean we-got all these scientists 
working like mad on all kinds of 
stuff we don’t need. We got the 
great majority of scientists who 
ever worked working today on 
stuff that causes more problems 
than it solves. Health is 
fundamental to human life, and 
we need to invest enormously in 
research to prevent new 
dangerous drugs and what you 


_ would call cure, care, treatment 


of persons using drugs. I think it 
imperative to create in the 
individual the right, the means 
of fulfilling it, to voluntary 
access to the best available 
known treatment, care, cure of 
every drug-related problem, 
every health-related problem. ~ 
Q. You've espoused number 
of liberal causes, such as prison 
reform, antiwar protest and. so 
forth. You’ve also been to Hanoi, 
you criticized Nixon’s handling 
of the antiwar demonstrators, 
said the police shooting of Fred 
Hampton was probably murder 


and so forth. How do you think . 


the people of the state are going 
to respond to positions like that? 
Do you think they can? 

A. I have a little different 
view. I think one of the most 
paralysing — perhaps the most 
paralysing phenomena in the 
political process today is 
hypocrisy. You remember 
Thomas Wolfe’s line that you 
cannot make the world safe for 
hypocrisy. But how we work at 
it! I mean we just try and try to

make the world safe for 
hypocrisy. It’s not possible. 
Today you can almost say 
that with enough money and 
hypocrisy anyone can be elected 
to office. Now if that’s true then 
there’s something definitely 
wrong. What it is, we’ve 
conditioned ourselves to want 
candidates to say what we want 
to hear, and therefore you find 


the candidates taking polls, you . 


know, what do the people want 
to hear, so I can say it. That 
necessarily means that that 
individual candidate can’t stand 
for much. You know? I mean, 
where is the principle? Even if 
behind it there’s a principle, 
many say, “Well, I have to take 
this position for political 
purposes, but I’ll work to do 
something different when I’m in 
office.” That misconceives 
- human nature, you’ve paralysed 
yourself, you’re crippled. You’ve 
.taken this position, you’re not 
going to be able to effectively 
lead for something else, and if 
you do, you have corrupted the 
system. You have corrupted the 
system! If that’s. your theory of 
government, you don’t believe in 


democracy, you know? You . 


believe in hypocrisy. 


I think we’ve underrated the . 


public terribly, I think they’re 
ahead of leadership, which 
means there is no leadership, I 
think you can’t look for a 
candidate that you agree with on 
everything. What you have to 


look for is — and we used to 
want to assume this, you can’t 
assume it any more — is 
integrity first. And beyond that, 
a sense of humanity and a sense 


.of priorities. Then the system 


can begin to solve problems. 

. .Q. Do you think there’s much 
integrity in Washington now? 
On Capitol Hill, I mean let’s not 
even consider the rest of the 
place. Or do you think_there’s 
more hypocrisy? 

A. I think there’s as much 
integrity on Capitol Hill, 
probably a little bit more, than 
most aggregations of the same 
number of people. 

Q. I’m thinking specifically of 
the panic that seems to be going 
on on the Hill now with regards 
to impeachment. It seems like a 
lot of Congressmen are behind 
their constituency on that issue. 

A. Way behind. Every other 
issue practically, I think. We 
really sell our constituency 
short. 

I should say that I think there 
are people of enormous integrity 
in the Congress. I just think a 
guy like Phit Hart from 
Michigan is a noble person. I 
think a guy like Don Frazier, I 
have such great respect for Ed 
Brooke; Mack Mathias, two 
Republican senators. We don’t 
like to single people out because 
you leave some out, but those 
are very exceptional men. And a 
person like Patsy Mink, 


Elizabeth Holtzman — 
exceptional human beings, you 
know, they really are. Just 
terribly honest, very intelligent, 
very hard-working, devoted 


_ ‘people. I think we’ve got plenty 


of ’em, I just think we need to 
give em a better chance than we 
give ’em. We give the pols the 
greater chance, I mean the 
people who are misusing power 
to preserve the status quo, who 
are misleading us, who are suing 
hypocrisy. So I don’t think 
there’s a shortage of integrity, I 
think there’s a shortage of 
respect for integrity, insistence 
upon integrity, recognition that 


: in the long run nothing will work © 


without integrity. 
Q. You've already called on 
President Nixon to resign. 


A. I didn’t call on him, I never . 


wrote him a letter, because 
that’s presumptuous. What I’ve 
said when asked is that I think 
for the good of the country he 
should resign. Some people say 
that’s not adequate because that 
doesn’t answer questions, and I 
just don’t understand that. If 


people do their duty, things ~ 


don’t stop the day President 
Nixon resigns. There’s still the 
highest obligation to rule of law, 
to enforce the statutes against 
whoever violated them. No 
person in this country can be 
above the law, and you don’t 
stop because he resigns. You 
don’t have stop. 
impeachment, there’ve been a 
number of impeachments of 


.people who are no longer in 


office. You have to do your duty. . 

You know, the country has to 
go on. We do have problems. 
There can be levels of human 
suffering that haven’t been 
experienced before. You know, 
we talk a little glibly about 
depressions. This is not the 
1930’s, and the urbanization 
that has transpired since ~the 
1930’s, the rootlessness of the 
people....You read Steinbeck 


. and his poor laughed all the way 
to California. The poor can’t - 


laugh any more, it’s hard. And 
you can *t go back to the forma It 
ain’t there. 


Q. The poor are already in 
California. 

A. That’s right. That’ right. 

Q. I believe you’ve also 
criticized Elliot Richardson for 
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resigning under- pressure. What 
do you think he should have 
done? Or what might you have 
done if you'd been in the 
situation? 

A. I guess the public would 
have to interpret it as criticism 
of him. I really didn’t mean it as 
criticism. I’ve asked, what 

' would I do? And I like to begin 
with the observation that that is 
a hypothesis contrary to fact. 
Nobody knows what he would do 
if he’s in a situation he’s never 
been in. So the real question is, 
what do you think he should 
have done? 

I think — it’s very hard, and 
I’m very anxious to be fair about 
it — we’re so desperate for 
heroes that we clutch anything 
that appears to have a spark of 
integrity or decency about it. I 
think that there has been for 
some time a need for 
resignations in protest of 
government policy by 
government officials. But I think 
this situation was particular, 
and I think a higher effective 
level of support to the rule of law 
would have been achieved not 
by a resignation that was 
followed by fairly equivocal 
statements in my judgment, but 
by saying, “Mr. President, I 
have the solemn duty of 
supporting and defending the 
Constitution and laws of the 
United States too, and the grand 
jury investigation conducted by 
Archibald Cox is of the highest 
importance to the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. I 
cannot follow your instruction 
on this. It would be a violation of 
my duty..to follow your 
instruction on this. I am going to 
instruct Mr. Cox to proceed with 
the most diligent enforcement of 
the law which is possible and 
will continue to do so while I 
remain in office.” In other 
words, I’m not walking away 
from this one. 


Q. When your father stepped 
down from the Supreme Court, 
there was some speculation that 
President Johnson might 
replace him with another old 
friend from Texas, a Houston 
attorney named Leon Jaworski. 
This seems a little ironic to me 
in view of Jaworski’s recent 
appointment to another, 
perhaps less secure position. Do 
you know Mr. Jaworski well? 
How do you feel he might handle 
the situation as special 
prosecutor? 

A. I don’t believe that Leon 
Jaworski was considered at all at 
that time, I just don’t think that 
happened. I’ve known Mr. 
Jaworski probably by name for 
20 years. I’ve known him 
personally for 10. He is an 
individual of significant 
professional competence, 
particularly for what you might 
call the hierarchy of the 
American bar. I think he’s a 
man of principle. I think his 
principles tend to reflect — 
because he came from a time 
and place that had aspirations 
that are perhaps a little different 
from ours now — his values tend 
to reflect the values of power 
and wealth. But I believe that 
Leon Jaworski knows that there 
is a thing called truth, actuality, 
and that it’s very important. 
And I think he’ll be — I hope 
he’ll be, it’s imperative, really — 
quite strong in insisting that 
actuality be determined. In 
terms of the quantity of 
evidence that would be 
necessary, it may take a higher 
quantity for him, because of his 
values and experience and 
background, than it would for 
others. In other words, the 
burden of proof might be 
considerably higher because of 
his attitudes and experience, 
but I think he’ll be good. 

Q. When you were at Faneuil 
Hall recently, you alluded to 
Ben Franklin’s definition of the 
government as ‘a Republic, if 
you can keep it.”” Do you think 
the Nixon administration could 
take it away? 

A. The short answer is not yet, 
it’s premature.

Who 
owns 


the If you’ve been following this series, you know that all banks are not 
the same. There are several different kinds of banks, each founded 
Banks? for different reasons, with different ownerships, objectives, 
® and aspirations. We think you should know why and how the 
major kinds of banks originated, and for whose benefit they are operated today. 

Commercial banks. Commercial banks are the oldest in this country, dating back to the 
late 1700's. These banks were organized and chartered to meet the financial needs of trade 
and commerce. With the Industrial Revolution, Northern benks became involved in 
financing the short-term needs of manufacturers, while Southern banks tended to finance 
the growing needs of agriculture. 

The origins and purposes of commercial banks are reflected in the names many of them 
still bear today: “Merchants,” “Commerce,” “Manufacturers.”" Commercial banks char- 
tered by the Federal government are required to include the words “National Bank” in their 
names; state-chartered commercial banks, at least in Massachusetts, must include the 
words “Trust Company” in their names. 

Traditionally, commercial banks did not serve the financial needs of individuals, except 
for a few wealthy customers. During the past few decades, however, these banks have 
increasingly solicited the banking business of the general public. Forty or fifty years ago, 
the banking business of individuals accounted for only 5 or 10% of the average commercial 
bank’s total net profit. Today, it accounts for 40 to 50%. 

All commercial banks are privately owned by stockholders, to whom all profits belong. 
While the controlling stock of small commercial banks is often held by a few individuals, 
large commercial banks are usually owned by a wide variety of individuals and businesses. 
Their stock is actively traded on the major stock exchanges, much like the stock of most 
large corporations. 

Mutual Savings Banks. The oldest of our major thrift institutions, the Mutual Savings 
Banks, first appeared in this country in Boston and Philadelphia in 1816 and in New York 
in 1820. They were patterned after the first truly successful savings bank, established as a 
legal corporation in Ruthwell, Scotland, in 1810, by Reverend Henry Duncan, with his 
parishioners as Incorporators and the elders of his church as Trustees. The Puritan ethic of 
the time encouraged thriftiness, yet viewed it as immoral for any person or organization to 
benefit from someone else’s thrift. Reverend Duncan solved this long-standing dilemma 
by a mutual form of incorporation in which there were no stockholders, and all profits went 
to the benefit of the depositors. 

The Mutual Savings Bank idea was an instant success. For the first time, the general 
public had a safe place to put their money and an opportunity to accumulate a “‘nest egg.” 
During the ensuing period of industrial growth and massive immigration, the savings 
account passbook provided people with the first widely available protection against the 
economic consequences of unemployment, illness, old age, and death. For many, it became 
a passport to a more abundant life through the accumulation of capital. 

Many of the early Mutual Savings Banks still have names which reflect their origins. 

The oldest savings banks in Massachusetts were known as “Institutions for Savings,” 
usually followed by the name of the town. Later banks were named for the occupation or 
status of most of their earliest customers: “Seamen|,” “Farmers,” “Mechanics,” “Emi- 
grants.” Banks that wished to encourage thrift in any amount often included as part of their 
names the words, “Penny,” “Five Cents,” “Dime,” or “Dollar.” There are still 15 savings 
banks in Massachusetts with the words “Five Cents” in their names. 

There are 167 Mutual Savings Banks in Massachusetts today, more than in any other 
state. Over half were established by the end of the Civil War. The Mutual Savings Bank 


‘ movement spread rapidly through the Northeast states — New England, New York, New 


Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Delaware —and then westward to Ohio, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Oregon, Washington, and Alaska. Mutual Savings Banks are state 
Soe because, as yet, there is no provision for federally-chartered Mutual Savings 
Banks. 

As late as 1880, an estimated 88% of the savings of the general population of Massachu- 
setts was deposited in Mutual Savings Banks. Since then, many alternative sources of 
savings and investment have become widely available to the public: life insurance, mutual 
funds, stocks and bonds, commercial banks, credit unions, Savings and Loan Associations 
and Cooperative Banks. 

Savings and Loan Associations. The third major category of banks is the Savings and 
Loan Associations, which are required to include the word “Federal” in their names if 
they are federally chartered. State-chartered Savings and Loans in Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, and Rhode Island must use the name “Cooperative Banks,” although such 
banks are known simply as Savings and Loans in other states. 

The Savings and Loan concept originated in 1831 in eastern Pennsylvania with the 
formation of what were then called “Building and Loan Societies.” Like the Mutual 
Savings Banks, they were originated by leading public-spirited citizens for philanthropic 
and charitable purposes. Although these banks are mutually owned in most states, a few 
are owned by stockholders, particularly in the far West. 

The primary objective of the Building and Loan Societies was to provide housing, usually 
for members of their particular community, occupation, church, or ethnic group. Savings 
was often of secondary importance, but necessary as the only available method of accumu- 
lating the capital needed to finance homebuilding. 

Since they filled such a great need, the Building and Loan Societies spread rapidly, 
particularly to frontier towns where homebuilding was essential. Although they became 
numerous, the individual societies tended to remain small and localized, and many lacked 
the strength to survive the Great Depression of the 1930's. To revitalize the housing 
industry, which had nearly come toa halt, the Federal government passed the Home- 
owners Loan Act of 1933, which made federal chartering available for the first time to 
Savings and Loan Associations. This legislation allowed existing state-chartered Savings 
and Loans (including Cooperative Banks) to shift to federal charters, and encouraged the 
formation of new federally-chartered Savings and Loans throughout the country. The 
combined state and federal Savings and Loan Associations have since grown to become 
this country’s major depository for individual savings, except in the states where Mutual 
Savings Banks predominate. ; 

Until very recently, most of the money deposited in Savings and Loans went toward the 
purchase of shares. People could purchase shares by regular instalment payments (System- 
atic Share Accounts), or purchase “Paid-Up Shares” outright. Share accounts are still 
available at Savings and Loans, but most of their deposits come in through one or more of 
the wide variety of savings accounts they now offer. 

The Effects of Competition. Different kinds of banks were established for different 
purposes. To survive in a changing economy and meet the public’s growing financial needs, 
all have expanded their activities and now offer a wide range of similar services. This 
benefits all banks, with increased profits going to the stockholders in stock-owned banks, 
and to the depositors in mutually-owned banks. 

It also benefits the general public with many new and improved banking services, higher 
interest rates on savings, reduced costs on checking accounts, and lower rates on loans to 
the consumer.

municipal employees. ‘‘The 

decision could easily go either 

way,” says a lawyer for residents . 
of the waterfront area. “It’s 

really something a court would 

have to decide.” 

Matt McGrath of Local 285 
adamantly denies either conflict 
of interest or impropriety. ‘“‘No 
one in this group can possibly 
make any money out of it,”’ he 
says. 

McGrath’s comments are 
echoed by the union’s architect, 
who says, ‘“‘My client just wants 
to do its bit for the city in this 
urban renewal project.” 

McGrath does not deny the 
union’s close relations with the 
mayor. “We are not denying our 
connection with the mayor, but 
we're getting this development 
on the merits of our proposal. 
Take a look at our plans and 
feasibility study. We have the 
best one.” The BRA refuses to 
disclose the information 
McGrath alludes to. 

It is just such a lack of public 
information about various 
developer proposals that angers 
Paul Burns. 

“My objection,” he says, “is 
not restricted to this particular 
building.” Burns notes that only 
a week prior to -the Kenney 
request for the union to be 
awarded Commercial Block, the 
structure’s next door neighbor - 
Mercantile Block — was also 
awarded for development 
without the board’s being 
properly informed of its options. 
In- that multi-million dollar 
housing/commercial project, 
Peabody Construction of 
Braintree, one of 14 who 
submitted proposals, was 
designated developer. Just two 
days before the board was to 
decide, Paul Burns received the 
information he sought about 
different proposals. “I saw two 
others I thought. were just as 
good as Peabody’s,” he says, 
“and one that was better. There 
was not a sufficient effort to 
enlighten the board.” 

The Mercantile Building is

Even their rents will not be 
cheap: Matt McGrath says one- 
bedroom apartments will start 
at $200.

Despite the union’s expression 
of good will in joining an urban 
renewal project, their concern 
for the neighborhoods they’ll be 
moving into appears minimal.

Union Hall or Shopping 

It appears that even the 
union’s architect was not fully 
aware of the local’s intent for 
Commercial Block. Contrary to 
Matt McGrath’s expressed 
priority for union members in 
‘new apartments, the architect 
says he has been told the 
-apartments will be housing for 
the elderly — and the building’s 
ground floor would be a 
shopping area. 

The Bra’s notion of the 
proposed building use is also 
unclear: Paul Burns says °he 
doesn’t know, and a call to 
David Weiner, chief of the 
waterfront project, was not 
returned. 

The union’s “closed shop” at 
Commercial Block could bring it 
legal problems not only with the 
state code of ethics but with the 
Fair Housing Law. A spokesman 
for the Massachusetts 
Commission Against 
Discrimination, while stressing 
that no precedent exists for 
union-only housing, notes that 
the overwhelmingly white 
composition of Local 285 could 
make the rule a form of de facto 
segregation. 

Sticky legal questions, then, 
abound: discrimination, conflict 
of interest, bad faith in the 
BRA. Even should the BRA 
board, when it votes Thursday, 
ignore Paul Burns and heed 
Robert Kenney’s request to 
designate Local 285, the case 
seems headed for court. 

Ronald Cornew, head of the 
Waterfront Residents 
Association and co-plaintiff in 
the 1972 suit that stopped the 
BRA’s original waterfront plans, 
finds the designation of Local 
285 “curious enough to have 
retained a private investigative 
team to look into the matter. If 
we find any evidence of political 
rewarding, we won’t stand for it. 
We’ll go right back to court, 
confront the BRA, and ask’ that 


_the designation be withdrawn.” 


“When we first went to court 
to ask for citizen participation in 
BRA plans,” recalls Cornew,

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Prices Gla Up, Up, Up

When it comes to rising 
prices, prescience is little solace. 
but a closer look at rising food 
prices gives us a clearer idea of 


what has happened and an. 


unsurprising sense of trends. 
Courtesy of the U.S. 
Department of Agricuiture, your 
pence and purchased pounds: 


A 9 percent rise in farm prices, 
alone, from mid-December to 
mid-January made price rises 
certain. If farm prices continue 
to spiral higher, the farm basket 
costing $1 these days would 
jump to $2.81 in one year. (For 
the ‘“‘stat” fanatics: this rate of 
increase would be compounded 
into 181 percent and an annual 
rate of 108 percent.) 

These increases would make 
the 1973 food price increases 
look very small — no matter 
what officials in Washington are 
trying to tell us. Despite our 
economic progress in recent 
years, 1973 was a disaster in 
most American’s pocket books, 
especially in food 
increases. 


Figures for last year are now _ 


available. From December, 1972 
until December, 1973, food bills 
rose over 16 pércent. Certain 
food items in the fish, meat and 
poultry line rose even more. 

At the current rate of increase. 
the $1 worth of groceries bought 


now (already very little to start | 


with) would cost $2.13 five years 
from now and $4.53 a decade 
ahead. Some individually priced 
items serve as good examples. 


The average price of veal 
cutlets, for-example, increased 
16 percent or about $3.26 per 
pound the last year alone. If 

‘ prices on this item continued 
rising at the same rate, cutlets 
would be close to $7 per pound 
in the next five years. 

White flour, a common 
product which is used 
frequently, rose 36 cents the last 
year for a five pound bag. Such 
increases over a five-year period 


would mean this same five 


pound sack of flour would cost 
$9.86 in five years. And with the 
current wheat shortage. 
aggravated by massive sales last 
year to the Soviet Russians, 


_ might cause the spiral even 


sooner. 

Pork sausage rose about 38 
cents a pound. In five years, if 
this product continued this 
spiral, it would cost $7.51 a 
pound. A dozen of large eggs rose 
nearly 27 cents on the average 
over the last 12 months. Such a 
rate increase over a five year 
period would mean $5.42 a 
dozen. 

These costs are reflected right 
now in the typical family food- 
basket prices compiled by the 
Agricultural Department. It is 
up 23 percent in a year to $1,650 
to feed a household, which 
includes single individuals as 
well as families. The average 
costs of feeding a family with 
children would be much higher. 

Some price increases in food 


- items are startling. A pound of 


dried beans went up 105 percent 
on the average. Rice increased 
100 percent in price for 16 
ounces. A pound of whole ham 
jumped 43 percent in the last 12 
months alone, with green 
peppers moving up -42 percent 
per pound. 

There is nothing similar 
between a pound of bacon and 
one of margarine, unless it’s 
they both went up in price 37 
percent. Even a pound of white 
potatoes increased 36 percent. 


Hamburg, the old family budget . 


stretcher, did not escape huge 
price jumps last year; it moved 
up 34 percent per pound. These 
are all relatively popular foods.

Another disadvantage is that I 
worry a lot about the time when 
I won’t be able to earn money 
this way. I wonder how I shall 
adjust to a lowered standard of 
living. It is harder to get used to 
not ‘having what one has had 
than to never having had it in 
the first place. But prostitution 
is not my whole life, and I feel 
far more confident now than I 
did when I was working in offices 
that something will turn up in 
the future. All old prostitutes do 
not become madames, nor do 
they die, as did Zola’s Nana, of 
disease and dissolution. 


*** 


What to do about prostitution 


has become a question discussed 


by feminists lately. A lot has 
been written about prostitutes 


but little by prostitutes. ‘There is 


_ frequently an ‘us-and-them’ 


atmosphere to feminist 
discussions about prostitution. 
The average feminist knows 
nothing about prostitution or a 
hooker’s life. She is 
contemptuous of us and 
unwilling to extend herself to 
find out who we are. More 
importantly she does not really 
believe at a gut level the old 
cliche ‘we’re all prostitutes.’ She 
has an incredibly superior 
attitude which manifests itself 
in the tendency to reform us. ° 


Although I do not see 
legalization and/or de- 
criminalization (making 
prostitution unpunishable by 
law but ungoverned by the 
state) as a major issue, I see it as 
a good example of how 
misguided some political people 
can be. I would hazard a guess 
that not one out of ten 


. prostitutes would favor either. 


The very idea of busting johns 
and letting women go free — a 
suggestion recently made by 
some feminists — indicates the 
ignorance that exists on the 
subject. Free for what? To go 
back to the offices and 
restaurants for $2.50 an hour? 
Lewis J. Baker in The High Cost 
of Loving claims that call girls 


earn anywhere from $10,000 to 


$250,000 a year. If that’s the 
proletariat, I'll take it. Even 


after deducting pay-offs you 
have a few more dollars left than 
a waitress. Your average hustler 
on the corner is pulling in, on a 
good night, $200. So she gives it 
all to a dude. That’s because 
she’s a woman, not because she’s 
a prostitute. We have to attack 
the oppression at the source. 


Merely removing the laws is 
not enough. If prostitution as a 
source of income is removed 
without offering women a 
reasonable alternative, millions 
of us will have to go back to jobs 
that pay starvation wages 
and/or become dependent again 
on individual men. Prostitution 
is a better way than most for a 
woman to put food on the table. 
The women’s movement should 
not seek to remove this source of 
survival without seriously 
offering and working for an 
alternative. So far I. have not 
seen organizations like the 
National Organization for 
Women, which resolved at its 
last annual conference that laws 
governing prostitution should be 
removed, working for total 
restructuring of the society so 
that the elimination of 
prostitution would be beneficial 
to women. 


Feminists whom I know 
believe prostitution and 
feminism to, be mutually 
exclusive. The few friends whom 
I’ve told about my activities

women always claim that they~ 


don’t see how anyone could do 
it. They do not seem to see that I 
iffeel no more exploited, 
brutalized, or used in my 
profession than they are in theirs 
— whatever it may be — and 
that I feel I am just as much a 
feminist as they are. 


Feminists who declare 
prostitution anti-feminist are, 
in my opinion, anti-prostitute 
(not simply as they claim anti- 
prostitution). In a recent 
article in a feminist journal the 
writer said that no one should be 
dependent on selling her body, 
for all love should be free. I 
agree. But prostitution is not 
love. It isn’t even sex, really. It’s 


business, America’s 


important product. It’s the 


. biggest show on earth. I don’t 


feel that what I do with a trick 
has any relationship to sex 
between people who love each 
other. It is more analogous to a 
deal between two businessmen 
across a luncheon table. The 
main difference is that our 
business is carried out in bed 
rather than at table. The point, 
in my opinion, is that no one 
should be dependent on selling 
her labor to survive — to 
maintain an adequate ‘standard 
of living. Society should provide 
for all its children, and until it 
does there will be prostitution in 
allits varied forms. 

People, including the editors 
of this paper, have asked me if I 
don’t think prostitution will 
affect my-child adversely. I do 
not. We live a quiet, tranquil 
life. We live in an ordinary 
apartment with cats, dogs, and 
fish, We have a backyard, and 


other children play here. There . 


is no constant stream of men 
through these doors. There is a 
constant stream of 
unconventional ideas and people 


_the ‘political, 


since birth to the. controversial, 
the radical, the 
extraordinary. But the 
prostitution is simply what I do 
to make extra money. Probably 
as she gets older I won’t be doing 
it. At some later time, I would 


feel no compunction about 


telling her in an appropriate 
context. I feel confident that she 
is developing in such a way as to 
be able to handle that as well as 
much more unusual things. 


I do not want her to grow up to 
be a prostitute, nor do I want her 
to grow up to be a housewife. I 
want her to learn to use her 
mind, to be independent, to be 


able to provide for herself, to 


develop skills and a strong self- 
image. I want her to have as 
much freedom as is possible in 
this society and to know what to 
do with it I want her, also, to be 
dedicated to changing the evils 
of this society. But I don’t go 
around telling her everyday that 
this is what I want for her. Part 
of the problem has always been 
parents telling us what they 
wanted for us. I want her to be 
allowed to find out for herself 
what: she wants. My working as 
a prostitute in the conscious 
and controlled way that I do 
will not interfere with her 
achieving these goals. On the 
contrary her opportunities will 
be greater.

The most important thing | 


have learned from prostitution is 
that men are not going to look 


into themselves and see the- 


truth. It is not in their interest. 
Feminism gave me the theory; 
prostitution gave me the 
practical understanding. Only 
women united can end our 
oppression and thus universal 
prostitution. Only we can expose 
the trick that men have played 
on us for the past 6,000 years 
and structure a different society. 


the “other “theoreticians 
rhetoricians. (People resort to 
rhetoric because they don’t have 
any prescriptions for change.) I 
have some wishes. I would like 
to see prostitutes organized; 
waitresses organized; factory 
workers organized. I would like 
to see all the secretaries and 
office workers of this country 
going out on strike. I would like 
to see housewives doing more 
than bitching over their morning 
coffee. Then we would see how 
efficiently the business would be 
conducted. 

We are not in a good position. 
We are intimately connectéd to 
men through love relationships, 
family relationships, work and 
social relationships. We cannot 
destroy all ties with them, nor 
can we hope to reform them. 
What we can do is to make our 
sisters our primary concern. It 


takés strength to give up our 


dependent roles, and four years 


strength to assert ourselves: 

Until-magses of women 
understand the importance of 
women uniting and organizing, 
we cannot undermine or 
overthrow male power. One 
person alone giving up 
prostitution, refusing to do 
housework, refusing to take 
coffee’ to the boss will never do 
it. You’ve heard it before, but it 
hasn’t changed. 

People have asked me how I 
can justify working as a 
prostitute, since this contributes 
to sexism and perpetuates the 
sexist way_men relate to women. 


-I do not agree that it does 


contribute to sexism anymore 
than any other job a woman can 
have. I cannot destroy sexism by. 
working as a waitress nor will I 
prolong it by working as a 
prostitute. I am ready to give up 
prostitution whenever there are 
enough of us te make a 


betii sufficient to instill in us the 


earn aliving. 


Tricks aren’t weirdo freaks, 
anymore than rapists are 
maniacs. Tricks and rapists are 
ordinary men from any class in 
society. Uptight, Afraid of their 
shadows. Afraid their cocks 
aren’t really the center of the 
universe. Johns are our 
husbands, lovers,’ brothers, 
fathers. They’re the men. who 
run our lifes. Once we see them 
in all their vulnerability whether 
it’s the view from my bed or your 
breakfast table, we can never 
again doubt that women strong. 
and united can destroy sexism. 
Women freed from the male 
phallusy (word coined by Kate 
Millett) can overcome sexist 
oppression and establish a 
society wherein sex is a pleasure, 
beautiful, natural, and free, 
rather than a grand illusion 
offered by a whore and bought 
by a trick. 


Military Digs New Footholds 


The United States has been 
méving recently to increase its 
“military presence” around the 
world. 

In- past weeks, the Pentagon 
has been putting the finishing 
touches on two agreements — 
each one setting up a new U.S. 
military base on the other side of 
the globe. 

One of the new locations is in 
Greece; and the other is on the 
small island of Diego Garcia in 
the middle of the Indian Ocean. 

In Greece, American military 
officials and members of the new 
Greek junta have been holding 
talks on what is known as 
“homeporting” part of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet in Athens. Under the 


proposed homeporting 
agreement, the United States 
would assign six destroyers, an 


aircraft carrier and a hospital - 


ship to work permanently out of 
Elefsis Bay, about 15 miles 
southwest of Athens. 

Elefsis Bay would literally act 
as the task force’s “home port,” 
requiring the assignment of 1500 
navy dependents in the Athens 
area. 

In a separate agreement 
involving the Indian Ocean, the 
United States announced last 
week that the British 
government has permitted the 
U.S. Seventh Fleet to expand 
American military installations 
on the British-owned island of 


Diego Garcia. This tiny island is 
located 1200 miles off the 
southern tip of India, and is 
strategically located near the 
Persian Gulf and at one end of 
the Suez Canal. 

The Pentagon says it plans to 
spend $29 million to build or 
expand docking areas and air- 
landing strips on Diego Garcia 
— and possibly, to turn Diego 
Garcia into a base for servicing 
U.S. nuclear submarines. 

‘The Diego Garcia expansion 
plans of the United States have 
brought some unusually harsh 
criticism from the non-aligned 
nations of the area — including a 
vigorous denunciation from the 
government of India.

ago,” police say. She began, 
police say, as a kind of 
appointments secretary for 
Dorthy Cox whom police 
describe as a prostitute, then 
worked ther way up to her own 
business. Thereby hangs a tale. 


Dorcas Cox, as Dorothy is 
known in the trade, is, or was, 
Boston’s best known madam. A 
voluble, middle-aged woman 
with a record of prostitution 
convictions, she is said to have 
tried to sell her business to “Ms: 
Carol’’; Ms. Carol wasn’t 
buying, because she thought she 
could win away most of Dorcas’ 
business on her own. It is well 
known that she wanted out of 
the business; she no longer 
practiced her profession herself, 
she told an interviewer a few 
years ago, except for one highly 
respected local jurist “I see for 
old time’s sake.’’ She saw 
herself, to some extent 
justifiably, as a spiritual heiress 
of the Parisian demi-monde of 

. the 1890's, 4 lorette in a world of 
grisettes, a high class lady in a 
world of lowborn amateurs. A 
few years ago, infuriated by the 
success of Xaviera Hollander’s 

The Happy Hooker, a book 

which she felt gave her 
profession a bad name, Dorcas 
tried to sell her life story. She 
found a writer — a man of 
socially impeccable background 
and breeding, by the way — who 

- was willing to collaborate on a 
screenplay, but the project fell 
through. Dorcas wanted more 
money than anyone was willing 
to give, enough money for her to 
retire and live the gentee! life 
she loved. 

Dorcas’ operation, they say, 
was -like no other. She kept 
apartments in the best 
neighborhoods — near Brattle 
Street, near the Harvard 
Medical School — and catered 
to all the best people. She would 
tolerate no liquor in her 
establishments; nor was there a 


set price. The services of .her 
girls cost 60 cents per minute, no 
more, no less. Her clients had to 
come highly recommended, and 
were entered on a code system, 
based on birthdates and Social 
Security numbers. For a while, 
she talked about issuing credit 
cards and monthly statements. 
She saw herself as a 
businesswoman, earning an 
honest living. There was, of 
course, occasional police 
harassment, but she kept 
changing phone numbers and 
apartments; at some of her 
apartments, she even installed 
extra doors. A policemen with a 
search warrant for. Apartment 
Five would enter, cross 4 


vestibule, and find himself. 


confrofited with another door, 


‘which led to Apartment Six. . 


Dorcas thought of everything. 


Dorcas didn’t want to talk 
about her operations for this 
article. But if, as the police say, 
Carol Williams learned her 
trade at Dorcas’ knee, so to 
speak, she seems to have learned 
from an expert. Excerpts from a 
court-authorized wiretap give a 
glimpse of the way she 
conducted her business: 


“On January 23, 1974 at 4:45 
P.M. a woman who, based upon 
the interceptions in this case, 
was CAROL answered a call on 
line xxx-xxxx from an unknown 
male whom O’Malley believes to 
be a customer. The conversation 
is as follows: 

Carol: Hello. 

Bob M: Hi, who’s this? 

Carol: Who are you calling? 

Bob M: xxx-xxxx. 

Carol: Who’s this?

“As a result of these wiretaps, 


_ a search warrant was issued, and 


on February 4, local police and 
Federal agents raided ‘Ms. 
Carol’s” establishments. They 
carried off files, safety deposit 
box keys, a checkbook, various 
articles used in the practice of 
prostitution, and $1010 in cash. 
Later, they found $18,000 in 
cash in a safety deposit box, and 
the Internal Revenue Service 
slapped a lien of $40,000 on the 
items seized. Evidence on the 
ring was being prepared for a 
grand jury last week. 

Tom Dwyer, the Assistant 
District Attorney who will 
prosecute the case, is an affable 
lawyer, who is willing to discuss 
prostitution in general, but 


avoids talking about this case 


for fear of jeopardizing his case. 
“We ‘don’t go after streetcorner 
prostitutes,” Dwyer says. ‘““We 
only investigate big time 


prostituion in this office. We ~ 


think that money made by large 
rihgs tends to go to organized 
crime.”’ Dwyer does not like to 
be put in the position of a Watch 
and Ward Society morals 
enforcer, not does he seem 
especially prudish. When his 
office investigates, it 
investigates what it considers 
big time crime. 

leave street corner 
bookies and prostitutes to the 
local police — it’s their job.” 

There are probably other large 
call-girl rings in Suffolk County, 
Dwyer thinks; his office 
conducts regular investigations 
to find them. Organized 
prostitution in this area tends to 


operate out of several small | 


apartments scattered around 
the city, which also supply girls 
on phone orders, rather than out 
of “‘houses’’. Such operations are 
harder to detect, and says one 
former Federal law enforcement 
officer, “the Boston sense of 
morality could never tolerate 
houses.” A few streetcorner 
hookers, a few girls in an 
apartment, were one thing, but 
the neighbors would scream if 
they found a full-fledged bawdy 
house repning: in their part of 
town. 


Much of this city’s smaller 
scale prostitution centers 
around bars: “Wherever there’s 


the wings. 


liquor served, there’s a girl 
working the bar,” the Federal 
agent says. One hotel bar in the 
city is known as a magnet for 
prostitutes. The girls wait 
around thé bar for a pickup, 
then join their clients upstairs in 
a room. No more than a handful 
of girls will work the bar at the 
same time, in order to keep its 
image clean. As soon as one 
leaves, she is replaced by 
another who has been waiting in 
Every week, so 
popular belief goes, a doctor 


comes in to check the girls for. 


diseases — a doctor said to be 
employed by the City’s Health 
Department. 

The pimp is a disappearing 
breed in Boston, law 
enforcement sources say. “Why 
do girls need them, anyway?” 
one law officer asks. “‘All they do 
is take their money and mistreat 
them. Who needs that?” One 
police officer says that the 
“pimpmobile” — the gaudy, 
overdecorated limousine in 
which pimps would cruise the 
streets, drumming up business 
and dropping off their girls, is 
disappearing. Some pimps, he 
says, have rented cabs and drive 
them as a cover for their 
operations. 


Carol Williams claimed that 
60 percent of the standard $25 
fee went to the girl, and 40 
percent to the house. Some law 
enforcement sources are 
skeptical, especially when they 
combine that figure with a claim 
made by a woman who said she 
was Carol Williams on a radio 
talk show a few weeks ago, that 
she would often take in as little 
as $80 per day. No one has any 
idea of just how much money 
prostitution makes in Boston, 
although it is clearly well into 
seven figures. Of late, some 
political groups have talked 
about legalizing prostituion, 
although the vehemence with 


which several City Councillors 


denied that they favored such a 
move after newspaper reports to 
the contrary last year shows that 
the issue is still politically white- 
hot. 


I suppose that this article. 
should end with an apology. It is 
written by a man, from a man’s 
point of view, and thus has not 
adequately considered the effect 
of prostitution on women, those 
who engage in it and those who 
do not. The women mentioned 


in the article were unwilling, for — 


obvious reasons, to talk about 
their work, and there seems no 
way, in such an article, to 


properly consider the effect of © 


prostitution on society.

“Mob, shit,” said my friend 
Tony the Lawyer, who is 
generally considered to be 
something of an authority on 
these matters, having acquired a 
proclivity for consorting with 
ladies of the evening when he is 
not defending them in court.

Gresham’s Law. Very simply,

out of circulation. It’s sort of an 
elitiest thing, if you know what I 
mean; it’s the street hookers 
that put the class broads in the 
bars, and it’s the class girls in 
the bars that put the call girls in 
business.” 

But what, I asked him, about 
the call girl rings like the one 
Carol Williams is supposed to 
have been running at the behest 
of organized crime? 

“You’ve seen the transcripts,” 
replied Tony. “How organized 


‘do they look to you?” 


But what about all these 
Mann Act violations, shipping 
prostitutes off to Buffalo and, 
Detroit and all those other 
cities? 

Tony the Lawyer shrugged. 
“You don’t think they already 
got hookers in Buffalo?” 

Other regular patrons of Back 
Bay saloons are also inclined to 
discount the allegation of a big 
time Mafia prostitution ring. 
“Look, [te been going with 
whores for years,” explained an 
acquaintance named Crazy 
Otto, a promotion man for a 
major record company, “and 
I’ve never found one any more 
organized than from the madam 
down. The only place you'll find 
any. mob connection. at all. is 


_ pretty tenuous. And that, my 


friend, is not with the high class 
whorehouses ‘like the joint down 
the street,” he gestured down 
Newbury Street to a well- 
known house of ill repute

catering to a more-or-less- 
regular clientele, “it’s the 


- junkies down in the combat zone 


who'll ball you for a finnif at two 
in the morning. You got a few 
who get their dope from the 
mob, buy a big pink Cadillac, 
they put two girls on the street 
and beat the piss out of them 


_ every night and all of a sudden 


they’re Superfly, right?” 

“Let me illustrate my point,” 
Crazy Otto continued. “‘The 
other night I was in Copley’s 
near closing time. I was talking 
to this broad whom I happen to 


_know gets fifty bucks a pop. She 


only works a couple nights a 
week because she spends the rest 
of her time flying for an airlirie. 
It’s getting late, which makes 
me look like -Henry Kissinger 
when it comes down. to the 
negotiations, right? Anyway, to 
make a long story short, we go 
out to my car and drive around 
the block, and for ten bucks she 
gives me a blow job. Now how 
much do you think Raymond 
Patriarca’s cut of that would 
have been?” 

There are, of course, places 
like the Hotel Diplomat, which 
runs essentially a house business 
and collects a piece of the action 
at both ends, since it is virtually 
de rigeur that, having made a 
connection in the bar, customer 
and client rent a room upstairs. 
The West Roxbury and Brighton 
abodes the police closed were 
hardly the only going businesses 
in Boston suburbia. But, as 
Tony the Lawyer is. wont to 
point out, “it’s pretty small time 
stuff. I’m in court with these 
people all the time,” sneers 
Tony, ‘‘and I’ll tell you 
something. If the Cosa Fucking. 
Nostra was into this thing they 
wouldn’t screw around with the 
Hotel Diplomat, they’d buy the 
goddamn Statler. Hilton. Those 
broads in the Zone don’t even 
deserve to be called prostitutes. 
They’re fucking pickpockets.” 

I’ve got a number of this 


madam I’ve been using for 
years,”’ revealed Larry, an 
advertising salesman. ‘I’ve 


never even met her, but she’s 


always got girls, often new ones, 
and plenty of them, sort of like 
the setup the Williams dame 
had going. It’s strictly a hotel 
business, see, a hundred dollars 
a shot.” 

“A couple of weeks ago she got 
me a girl, and I met her over at 
this motel. So I take my jacket 
off and go to hang it up in the 
closet, and when I open the door 
I do a double take, because, no 
shit, there are eight color 
televisions stacked up in this big 
closet. 

“So I make the mistake of 
mentioning this to the broad, 
and all of a sudden all I can see 
is.dollar signs flashing in her 
eyes. Christ, I couldn’t get her in 
the sack. She’s thinking the hell 
with my C-notewhen she’s got a 
couple grand’s worth of T’V’s in 
the room with her. 

“For two goddamn hours she’s 
on the telephone, calling 
everybody trying to find 
somebody. who wants the 
televisions, or even somebody to 
help her get them out. She 
couldn’t do it, and finally she 
had to settle for me and my 
hundred bucks. 

“The point is this,” Larry 
emphasized, “do you think for a 
minute the Mafia has people 
running around who don’t know 
where to unload eight hot color 
televisions?” 

Probably not. In point of fact, 
after two weeks of diligent 
investigation the Phoenix has 


been unable to unearth so much | - 


as a semblance of mob 
connection, and with each day 
the big bust of the “interstate 
call girl ring” seems to pale in 
credulity. But there is a 
plausible underlying factor, and 
that is that Suffolk County 
District Attorney Garrett Byrne 
happens to be up for re-election 
this November. .

‘training. We had little political 
dialogue among ourselves, and 
this resulted in distorted 
concepts of both our similarities 
and our differences. When we 
finally did begin to deal 
concretely with our own and one 
another’s politics, many women 
had left and many others were, 
as one woman put it, “burned 
out.” Among those remaining, 
there was a clear split in focus: 
on the one hand an emphasis on 
“cultural and personal avenues 
to political change,’’ on the 


oriented focus.” And we realized 
that, at this point, both groups 
would function better and more 
c0-operatively if we separated. © 

But if there was bitterness 
and misunderstanding, there 
was also warmth and support. 
(Often women from outside the 
organization, seeing only the 
warmth, were surprised by 
reports of conflict.) The women I 
talked with said different things 
about FL, but essentially they 
all.ended up with, “it changed 
my life:’”” As Suzanne said, “it 
acted as an agent for personal 
change and political growth.” 
The form of that growth took 
different forms for different 
women. For a woman like Beth, 


other an “‘economic and action- 


Female Libegation, first 
through her participation’in the 
_Wednesday night orientation 
meetings and then from her 
work on Second Wave, provided 
a means of channeling both her 
strongly felt but vaguely defined 
feminism. and .her artistic 
abilities. She had been a 
housewife, happy in her 
marriage and in raising her two- 
year-old daughter but restless in 
her confined role. At the same 
time she had no interest in 
getting a 9-to-5 job. She found in 
Second Wave a means of 
exercising and expanding her 
talents and developing her 
feminism in a context that 
didn’t attempt to make her feel 


guilty for choosing a nuclear 


family life style. 

At the same time, Female 
Liberation has been highly 
supportive of women exploring 
alternatives to traditional life 


styles. Debby emphasized the . 


change in her own sexuality over 
her two years with FL. We dealt 
with sexuality in terms of valid 
options — celebacy, bisexuality, 
and lesbianism, as well as 
heterosexuality. Women found 
here a context for exploring their 
sexual feelings for other women, 
and a lot of women, like Debby, 
came out in this supportive 
environment. Acceptance of one 
another’s sexuality was not 
reached without struggle, but we 


never evaded this struggle as we -— 
did some others, and its very

importance as an issue helped us 
to realize that sexuality is a 
complex and individualized 
process, not a static reality or 
even, necessarily, a 
commitment to a specific 
orientation. 

Self-help too influenced 
women’s lives in FL; as Debby 
said, the enthusiasm for medical 
discovery of our bodies, 
generated, by Barbara and some 


of. the other members, had an 
_ influence beyond even the 


important medical aspects. We 
were encouraged to look at our 


own vaginas — to quite literally 
see ourselves for the first time. 
Alientated from our bodies by 
the centuries old male taboos 
and male objectification, we 
were encouraged to explore and 
thus de-mystify our bodies as 
well as our minds and emotions. 
For myself, Female Liberation 
has done so much that it’s hard 
to enumerate it. It’s been at 
some points painful and 
disillusioning, as it has been for 
most of us, and like many of us I 
sometimes put too much of 
myself into it and asked to much

from it in return. But it gave me 


a concept of myself as part of a _ 


political’ process, something I 
had never had in the days when I 
marched and carried signs and 


~ licked envelopes for CORE and 


SDS. It enabled me to use and 
expand the skills I had, and to 
develop skills I had always 
resisted. The incompetence I'd 
conned myself into cultivating 
over the years, made up of equal 
parts insecurity, adorable 
feminity, and head-in-the-stars 
artsiness, had no place in 
Female Liberation, and I 
learned to run a mimeo, chair a 
meeting, process subscriptions, 
and organize workshops. I was 
helped through a major 
emotional crisis by the women I 
worked with in FL, and, like so 
many of the women I talked to, I 
got my political grounding here: 
even the conflicts helped me to 
define and formulate my own 
political perceptions. Certainly I 
wouldn’t be writing this column 
in the Phoenix if it hadn’t been 
for my involvement in Female 
Liberation and the visions that 
involvement gave me. 


Second Wave is continuing, | 


and is moving to new quarters in 
the Sanctuary building at 74 
Mt. Auburn St. in Cambridge. 
The radio show will also be going 
on. And several Female 
Liberation people are starting a 
biweekly feminist newspaper 
that will include all the services 
of the FL newsletter but which 


‘will be considerably expanded. 


We will work much better, and 
much more co-operatively, 
unfettered by each other’s 
demands and limitations. 
Clearly we will do the work of 
Female Liberation much more 
successfully than we could have 
if we'd tried to continue working 
under its structure. Our decision 
to disband is the healthiest 
thing we could have done, and I 
can’t regret it. ; 

But neither can I avoid being 
sad about it. I loved Female 


* Liberation, and I mourn its

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The B-I: Vitamin for Aerospace Industry?

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
most expensive weapons system 
ever built, the B-1 bomber, may 
cost the American taxpayer half 
a billion dollars this year. 
Figures just released show the 
Air Force asking Congress for 
$499 million for continued 
development in fiscal 1975 
alone. 

Almost $2 billion has already 
been spent on the plane, and the 
total cost, at present estimates, 
of the 246 B-1’s the Air Force 
wants would be close to $100 
billion. The B-1 is a last-ditch 
effort on the part of the Air 
Force' to maintain a manned 
bomber fleet, a concept former 
Secretary of Defense McNamara 
declared obsolete in the sixties. 
The last four Air Férce Chiefs of 
Staff were all World War II 


bomber pilots, and without a — 


major bomber project like the B- 
1 the Air Force fears its role will 
be reduced to providing airlift 
and tactical support for the 
other services. 

In the words of Senator 


William Proxmire (D-Wis.), “... 


the fact is that among defense 
intelligence experts, the B-1 is a 
joke. It is a public works project 
for the aerospace industry rather 
than a needed weapon for the 
defense of the United States.” 

The current $499 million 
request could spur a new debate 
in Congress, as the Pentagon is 
under increasing attack for its 
persistent production delays, 
cost over-runs, and 
mismanagement. The last three 
Air Force bombers have all been 
flops. 


The sleek delta-winged B-58 is 
now in mothballs,ythe $1.4 
billion B-70 “Valkyrie” is in a 


museum, and the FB-111,. 


although still on active duty, 
keeps crashing. 


The B-1’s production date has - 


already been delayed two years. 
Now the Air Force plans to delay 
development even longer by 
building two additional 
prototypes before beginning 
actual production. All this delay 
has already cost over $300 
million. 

The latest estimate on the 
cost of one stripped down B-1 is 
$61.8 million, up 74 percent 
from original estimates. This 
does not include the cost of:the 
plane’s armament nor its 
defensive electronics, without 
which the plane is virtually 
useless. 

In addition, the Air Force has 
asked Congress for $20 million 
as ‘the first installment on a 
program to build a new fleet of 
tanker planes to refuel the B-1 in 
the air. Original Air Force 
estimates are that the tanker 
fleet will cost another $6 to $7 
billion. 

Senator McGovern (D-S.D.) 
notes, “the cost involved are 
staggering.” For the cost of one 
B-1, 800,000 people could 
receive medical treatment for a 
year. For the cost of two B-1’s, 
eight high schools could be built. 


The Pro’s ... And Con’s 


The swing-wing B-1; if built, 
will succeed the B-52. It will be a 
supersonic plane capable of 
delivering both nuclear and 
conventional bombs. Its primary 
strategic weapon will be the 
nuclear-tipped SRAM (Short 
Range Attack Missle). It will be 


able to carry over 50 tons of - 


conventional bombs, twice the 
load of the B-52. 


In the last few weeks it has 


been learned that the Air Force 
has made considerable progress 
in the development of a Buck 
Rogers - like laser ray gun that is 
designed formounting in the tail 
of a B-1. 


Proponents of the B-1 argue 


that the Air Force needs the 
intercontinental bomber 
because: (1) the present B-52 
fleet is aging; (2) the U.S. needs 
to maintain a “triad” deterrent, 
based on manned bombers, as 
well as land-based ICBM’s and 
submarine-borne missiles; (3) 
the Soviet Union is developing a 
new swing-wing bomber which 
only the B-1 can match; (4) the 
U.S. needs a bargaining tool at 
the SALT talks. 

Critics argue, however, that 
the present force of 300 late 
model G and H version B-52’s 
can be modified to last another 
20 years. Structural 
strengthening and improved 
defensive armament could make 
the B-52 almost as effective as 
the B-1. In addition, the SRAM, 
the B-1’s main armament, is 
designed to be carried by the B- 


52 as well. As for the new Soviet - 


swing-wing bomber, Backfire, 
indications are that it will be a 
medium-range plane, not a 
serious threat to the U.S. 

The Air Force’s handling of 
the B-1 development has come 
under attack from the start. In 
1971, Senator Proxmire charged 
that the Pentagon had 
concealed a proposal by Boeing, 
the manufacturer of the B-52, to 
improve the B-52’s capabilities 
and longevity. And in April, 
1973, the Air Force admitted to 


the Senate Research and:- 


Development Subcommittee 


that it was shutting down the 
troubled FB-11 assembly line so 
as not to jeopardize the chances 
of the B-1. An Air Force 
spokesman also testified that no 
recent studies had been 
undertaken of options other 
than the B-1. 


Although the supersonic B-1 
would be a much faster aircraft 
than the B-52, it would still take 
about eight hours to reach most 
targets in the Soviet Union from 
the U.S. (the B-52 takes about 
eleven). In those eight hours, at 
least four salvos of ICBM’s could 
be exchanged. 

Perhaps even more important, 


critics point out, the plane may 
be obsolete before it is built. The 


.Air Force says the B-1’s prime 


asset is its ability to avoid radar 
detection by flying at tree-top 
level (something the B-52 could 
never do over Indochina). But 
according to Congressional 
testimony by General R.J. 
Evans, Deputy Chief of Air 
Force Research and 
Development, the Soviet Union 
will probably have a capability 
of detecting low-flying aircraft 
by the end of the 1970’s — just 


about when, the B-1 is supposed 


to become operational: 
A. Ernest Fitzgerald, the 


Pentagon economic analyst who’ 


was fired for publicly revealing 
the cost over-runs on the C-5A 
transport, says that “even if the 
Soviet radar can’t pick up a 
trace of the plane, people will 
certainly be able to see and hear 
it as it flies over hundreds or 
thousands of miles of enemy 
territory at tree-top level. It will 
be ‘easy to+send interceptor 
planes afterit.” — 

It is not yet clear what 
Congress will do with the half- 


billion dollar request now before - 


it, but opposifion outside 
Congress is growing rapidly.In 
January, the American Friends 
Service Committee launched a 
nation-wide campaign to halt 
the B-1. Environmental groups, 
too, are joining the opposition 
alerted by the possibility that 
the supersonic B-1 could cause 
dangerous, atmospheric 
disturbances and could damage 
wildlife in the vicinity of Air 
Force bases. 

But the Air Force is not the 
only proponent of the B-1 
program. Industry interest is 
intense. Willard F. Rockwell, Jr. 
Chairman of the Board of North 
American Rockwell, which is 
building the plane, says, “We 
knew that as a business we had 
just one more chance — the B- 
1.” General Electric, which is 
building the engines for the 
bomber, stands to make more 
from the Defense Department in 
one year than it normally makes 
in three if B-1 production ever 
begins. Boeing, which is 
designing the electronic “eyes 
and brains” for the B-1, could 


_ make out best of all because of 


the rapidly-escalating cost of 
such electronic hardware. 
Altogether, over 3,000 
corporations will be hired on as 
suppliers for the B-1. ° 


What is most likely is that the 
B-1 prototypes will wind up in 
the Air Force museum near 
Dayton, Ohio, a last monument 
to the manned. bomber age. The 
more delays it encounters, the 
more its cost rises, and the more 
technical problems develop, the 
more likely it is that 
Congress will simply get fed up 
and dump the project.

Further, it is not at all certain 
that continuation of the miners’ 
strike during the campaign will 
harm the Labour party. Some 
observers feel that prolongation 
of the strike, by putting the 
political (and class) 
confrontation in its starkest 
terms, will maximize Labour’s 
natural working class vote and 
draw support from middle class 
liberals who are put off by the 
Conservatives’ 
accusations of the unions. 

The chief i irony amid all this 
is that the miners’ strike — 
perceived by most voters as a 


key “issue” in the campaign — 


(neck and neck with prices — a 
sign both Tories and Labour are 
getting their messages across) — 
will almost certainly cease to be 


an issue immediately after the’ 


election. 

Labour would of course settle 
with the miners, unhampered by 
the Phase III price-and-incomes 
mechanisms introduced by 
Heath to counter inflation. But 
the Conservatives themselves 
are widely expected to come to 
terms with the N.U.M. just after 
the election, and in fact have 
already referred the miners’ case 
to the Pay Board fdr possible 
treatment as a special case

The British Tango 

There are indications that 


both main parties are trying to 
break out of the prices/miners 
tango which they have béen 
locked into thus far. Labour has 
tacked off into the EEC as a 
campaign issue, promising to 
“renegotiate” Britain’s position

come into power, and to hold a 
national referendum on the 
issue. The Conservatives have 
dodged the EEC as an issue, but 
have levelled strong criticism at 
the cost to the taxpayers of 
Labour’s nationalization and 
social welfare programs, 
charging that a Labour 
government would be spending 
some 4 billion pounds more each 
year. A Tory TV ad shows a 
dummy of Harold Wilson 
pulling handfuls of money out of 
his coat and flinging them at the 
camera, while a voice intones, 
“Where does Harold Wilson. get 
his magic money? From YOU!” 
‘This election would be 
complex enough as a two-party 
race, but the introduction of the 
Liberal party as a major force in 
British politics tangles things 
even further. Currently the 
Liberals have only 11 of the 630 


(to, rise to 635) seats in. 


Parliament, but they have 
captured five of these seats in by- 
elections .over the past three 
years, and are fielding over 450 
candidates this time around. 
Some increase in their 


- parliamentary strength seems 


inevitable — but how much? 
The tendency of British voters to 
flirt with third parties far more 


often in by-elections than in 


fullscale general elections 
suggests that Liberal support 
will fall off as February 28 
approaches. 


While last fall after a series of ; 


by-election victories the 
Liberals ran as high as the mid- 
20 percent range on voter polls, 
recent samplings mark their 
support at the 11 to 15 percent 
range. These same polls now 
give the Conservatives a slight 
edge.over Labour — a margin of 


v2 percent, according to the 


Gallup survey. os 


But no one is taking polls too 
seriously this time around. At 
the last general election all but 
one of the major polls predicted 


‘the outcome” wrong: this 
time two additional factors 
make predictions all but 
impossible. First, a new voter 
register has just come into 
effect. But more importantly, 
since the last general election 
there has been a thorough 


overhaul of constituency - 


boundary lines. The number of 
seats has been increased from 
630 to 635, and only 201 of these 
constituencies remain 
unchanged from the 1970 
election. In more than 300 
districts, there have been major 
alterations,. and the effect of 
some of these has been to make 


, some formerly “‘safe” seats held 


by high-ranking party leaders 
very marginal contests. 

The Liberals’ leader, Jeremy 
Thorpe, will be forced to spend 
most of the campaign walking 
the streets of his North Devon 
constituency which he won by 
only 369 votes in 1970, lest he 
fail to be returned this time and 
drop from the national picture 
_like a man falling through a trap 


door. His constituency’s borders | 


have been shifted, and his 
already slim margin is 


undermined further by an 


infusion of Conservative voters. 
The Home Secretary, Robert 
Carr, and Labour’s “shadow” 
Minister for Trade and Industry, 
Anthony Wedgwood Benn, are 
also running in marginal seats. 
Over 100 parliamentary seats 
lie within Scotland, Wales and

Commission, which last fall 
issued a report suggesting a 
federal structure for the United 
Kingdom. However, the 
strength of support for Plaid 
Cymru among the Welsh is 
hardly comparable to that of the 
SNP in Scotland, and political 
experts give the party little 
chance of capturing a 
parliamentary foothold. 

In this election, as in so many 
other contests. Northern 


‘Treland is a world of its own. But 


one thing is clear: British 
Conservatives will no longer be 
able to count on a solid bloc of 
Unionists coming to 
Westminster and falling in line 
with the Tories. Northern 
Ireland’s* Unionists have split 
into two main camps: t’ who

support the power-sharing form 
of executive recently 
established, and the hardline 
Protestants under Harry West 
who oppose power-sharing and 


feel that the Conservative | 


governmemt sold them out in 
the Sunningdale accord which 
formalized power-sharing with 
Ulster’s Catholics. Hardline 
Unionists will run in each of 
Ulster’s 12 constituencies, and 
the moderates’ chances of 
victory depend chiefly on 
whether Faulkner’s Unionists 
can agree with the Social 
Democratic, and Labour Party, 
and the Alliance Party, to field 
one pro-power-sharing 
candidate per constituency, to 
avoid splitting the vote.

As usual in British elections, 
fringe parties’ abound, chief 
among them the National Front, 
whose policies include forced 
repatriation of Commonwealth 
immigrants.

that the National Front is the 
type of organization to which 
publicity can do more harm 
than good. At the other end of 
the political spectrum, Britain’s 
Communist Party will run 
candidates in 44 constituencies 
on a platform calling for 
imposition of price controls, 
massive food subsidies, rent 
control, halting British military 
expenditure abroad, and getting 
out of the EEC.

NEW YORK — If it hadn't been tor

You have to 
be recommended by two 
Academy members in your own 
branch of filmmaking to be 
considered, and then your 
application is screened by a 
committee — mostly, said the 
lady, to make sure you're a film 
actor’ (or whatever), not a 
television (or, even worse, 
television, commercial) one. 
There are 27,000 actors in the 
screen ‘actors guild, 85 per cent 
of them unemployed.

only 900 actors in the Academy. 

However, the Academy doesn’t 
have any real mechanism for 
weeding out members who 
haven’t worked in a long while;- 
although there is a token 
“‘inactive voting status’’

The Academy rules are fairly 
clear when it, comes to just plain 
voting, but the nominating 
process opens up a whole gray 
area.

Bunuel Series: A Feast of Surrealism 


No other director is more 
fiercely individualistic, more 
uncompromising in his moral 
positions, more deeply 
enmeshed in his own obsessions, 
or more passionate in his quest 
for a liberated spirit. The 
Spanish didn’t even have a word 
that could describe him, so 
they’ve added his name to the 
language: bunuel. He is the only 
great film surrealist and 
arguably the most profound 
artist the Surrealist movement 
has produced in any medium. 
His tools are nightmare and 
shock, fantasy and perversity, 
mordant wit and unwavering 
intellectual integrity. He is the 
screen’s foremost moralist. He 
calls forth interpretation in a 
score of ways; he obstinately 
resists explanation by any and 
all of them. 

He grows angrier at 
complacency with age. He is as 
influenced by his recent 
accolades (including an Oscar 
for The Discreet Charm of the 
Bourgeoisie) as he was by the 
hysterical riots of protest 
aroused by his first films: 
Whether the bourgeoisie greet 
his work with squeals of outrage 
or delight, they and their 
morality remain his unceasing 
target, and he is an implacable 
enemy. Anything that would 
curb the total liberation of 
human spirit is anathema, to be 
satirized and denounced 
without surcease. For Bunuel, 
anything less than complete 
freedom is slavery, and 
liberation cannot be a matter of 
mere politics, mere awareness, 
mere opportunity. Less than all 


is nothing. 

Bunuel makes his points with 
such savage clarity that many 
people are disappointed when 
they first encounter his films. 
They get the point, all right; 
what they don’t see is the 
subversive complexity with 
which he develups his ideas. 
While he generally only deals 
with one major concept per film, 
his unrelenting examination of it 
makes for brilliant discourse and 
lively cinema. At first glance, 
The Exterminating Angel 
appears a compulsively 
catatonic black joke where the 
members of a dinner party find 
themselves unable to leave, but 
then Bunuel begins to link the 
trappings of civilization with a 
fundamental failure of will: In 
Nazarin, an ingenuous priest 
tries to live by Christian 


, Precepts and comes to be 


regarded as a villain and 
renegade. Even Nazarin’s 
simple charity is ridiculed in 
Viridiana, a mordant critique of 
good works. Simon of the Desert 
makes a mockery of sin, as a 
tempted saint undergoes 
ludicrous mortification. 
Tristana, perhaps his greatest 
masterpiece, even scoffs at the 
notion of rational choice. The 
heroine contends that she can 
always choose one walnut over 
another, although they are 
indistinguishable. “This: one,”’ 
she asserts, “is the one I prefer.”’ 
A recurrent motif of marching 
down a road to nowhere 
culminates in The Milky Way, 
an ecclesiastical road movie rich 
with arcane wit, as two hoboes 
stumble through a devastating 


parody of church history. 
Bunuel’s conceptions cut 
deep, and they plumb his own 
depths as avidly as they dissect 
our subconscious desires. ‘He 
transforms his obsessions into 
symbols of pure freedom and 


makes liberation out of 


this jaded age when only the 
increasingly graphic has 
retained the capacity to shock, 
Bunuel’s images do not stun our 
visceral sensitivities. Yet they 
still maintain their ability to 
prod and disconcert, these 
playful, offhand images that

away the children’s hypocrisy 


with all the relish with which he 


had decorticated their parents. 
He insists it will be his last film, 
as he has with each of his past 
four pictures. 

Although Bunuel has worked 
in a variety of types of film,

His 
anarchic sensibility includes 
elements of lust, fetishism, 
incest, masturbation, anti- 
clericalism and necrophilia, held 
together by a network of 
recurrent symbols (meat, hair, 
feet, feathers, knives). Bunuel 
has always confronted his own 
passions with dispassionate 
candor and, in his last few films, 
with formal elegance as well. In 


reverberate with moral and 
psychological overtones. 
Bunutel’s ideas*keep the 
freshness of true radicalism; for 
all that our world has changed, 
it is not any closer to embracing 
either his moral’ rigor or his 
unqualified urge to psychic 
freedom. His next picture, to 
start shooting very soon; is 
called The Phantom of Liberty, 
in which he intends to examine 
the purported freedom of the

ranging from the experimental 
avant-garde to the documentary 
to the neo-realist social drama to 
cheapie entertainment films for 
the Mexican masses to the art 
film, his message has remained 
unswervingly consistent, his 
body of work a continual 
elaboration of his themes and 
methods. The more one sees of 
Bunuel, the more profound his 
impact; verily, any two Bunuels 
are better than one.

the Los Angeles area, but that 
still doesn’t explain why Cries 
and Whispers is a Best and Day 
For Night a Foreign. There’s no. 
real guideline to distinguish a 
leading performance from a 
supporting one, and the rules for 
eligible music seem to change 
every year. Maybe it’s just 
coincidence — or maybe there 
was a plot to keep the Superfly 
score out the year it was eligible. 
As soon as you get past the 
Academy’s bylaws and actually 
start thinking about what they 
nominated, Machiavellian logic 
comes into play. 

If this year’s awards indicate 
anything, it’s a healthy respect 
for commercialism (even 
healthier than usual this year, 
with a terrible financial season 
bailed out in its final quarter) 
that, presumably, is why A 
Touch Of Class made such a 
strong showing. So what 
happened to The Way We Were, 
which I was sure — up until 
Tuesday, anyway — was going to 
upset The Exorcist in the Best 
Picture category? Could be that 
“they” thought ruling out The 
Way We Were might help The 
Sting, and improve The Sting’s 
chances of beating out The 
Exorcist? Sure it could — only 
trouble is, ‘‘they’’ is 3000 
Academy voters, and probably 
“they” don’t think like a “they” 
at all.

Or maybe they do; if so, the 
Best Director nominees 
constitute a Machiavellian 
masterstroke. They have to give 
it to Friedkin, right? After all, 
it’s too soon for Lucas to win and 
George Roy Hill is clearly out in 
the cold. But if Friedkin had 
enough enemies; what better 
excuse could there be for his not’ 


winning than Ingmar Bergman? > 


And what better coverup for 
such a scheme than nominating 
Bertolucci, who won’t win but 
whose candidacy will indicate 
that the Bergman nomination 
isn’t just tokenism, the 
Academy - likes ‘foreigners. In 
reality, the Bergman 
nomination probably is just 
tokenism, and I would easily bet 
on Friedkin — a director at 17. 
and one who’s always hated 
critics, he’s exactly the kind of 
fellow who wins awards in 
Hollywood. When The Exorcist 
wins Best Picture, that will be 
the supreme Hollywood nose- 
thumb at the eastern critical 
establishment. 

The nominations of Tatum 
O’Neal and Linda Blair were to 
be expected, as was shunting 
them off into the Supporting 
Actress category; by stacking 
that category with four youngish 
types and one old-timer, the 
Academy lets itself off the hook 
and probably won't have to 
choose between two children 
(although they did pick Patty 
Duke over Mary Badham in 
1962). I would have bet on Al 
Pacino for Best Actor, but now 
that Serpico has been slight in 
the nominating I’m not so sure. 
Brando is.a ‘‘we’re too big to be 
mad” gesture, but he won't win, 
and Jack Nicholson might be too 
seedy in his Last Detail role; 
Redford will be another Liv 
Ullman, with a nomination this 
year in anticipation of next 
year’s work (although where is 
Liv Ullman this time, for 
heaven’s sake?). I think I might 
bet even money on Jack 
Lemmon. I think I'd bet pretty 
big on Edith Head’s Sting 
costumes, Blathy’s Exorcist 
screenplay, Joanne Woodward 
and Marvin Hamlisch’s Sting 
music (Scott Joplin’s music 
actually, but who keeps track?).

THE CHAPLIN REVUE: A 
DOG*S LIFE (1918). 
SHOULDER ARMS (1918).‘and 


THE PILGRIM (1923). All 


directed, written and scored by 


Charles Chaplin, with Edna 
Purviance and Sydney Chaplin. 
Atthe Central Square Cinema. 


These are most pointedly not 
those souped-up, jerky-actioned 
shorts you see on television, but 
films made later, after Chaplin 
went independent and built his 
own studio. They represent a 
period when he was attempting 
to break out of the tyrrany of the 
gag to attempt more elaborate 
comic conceptions, reaching 
toward feature-length work from 
his old two-reel (about 20 
minutes) format. This period, 
when his films were being 
released by First National, was a 
highly experimental time when 
Chaplin tested out new ideas. 
Some of the films were uneven; 
these three are perhaps the most 
successful (along with The Idle 
Class (1921) and Pay Day 
(1922)). In them Chaplin begins 
to develop artistically beyond 
the burlesque comic of ineffable 
grace, bringing irony and 
sentiment to his masterful 
pantomime. 

A Dog’s Life is a modest 
overture containing nearly all of 
the motifs of the later films, 
sketched in a compressed, 
tentative style. If I like A Dog’s 
Life the best, it is because it 
displays the strong Dickensian 
strain in Chaplin’s work. 
Earlier, in Easy Street (1917), 
Chaplin evoked a sense of 
Dickens’ time and place, but 
here he matches the mood and 
setting with the passionate 
anger and positive values that 
made Dickens so much more 
than a popular novelist. 

Shoulder. Arms may be. 
Chaplin’s funniest film, in terms 
of sheer laughs, a vindication of 
the theory of pure entertainment 
as art. It was planned to run five 
reels and was released in three, 
preserving most of the jokes, so 

_ the film is denser with gags than 
any work of comparable length. 
The precursor of all service 
comedies (yes, even M A S H), 
Shoulder Arms outdoes them 
all, even Chaplin’s reprise of 
combat humor in The Great 
Dictator. Ever stoic and ready, 
the Little Fellow’s soldier is fully 
equipped and hopelessly ill- 


suited. In the end he penetrates 
enemy lines (disguised as a tree, 
he makes his one-man assault on 
Dunsinane) and captures the 
Kaiser. Chaplin makes the best 
of every situation, whether 
raising bottles into the line of 
fire to open them or donning a 
gas-mask to hurl a smelly cheese 
into enemy trenches. 

The Pilgrim, while equally 
clever, does have a slight taint of 
artiness about it. An escaped 
convict this time, Chaplin steals 
a minister’s clothes and must 
endure the indignities of the 
profession in a small town. His 
great set-piece, a pantomimed 
sermon on David and Goliath, 
wondrous as it is, has the 
bravura dimensions of a 
performance for its own sake, 
not unlike the tinge of musty 
pretension that undermines 
Marcel Marceau. But if you are 
still capable of being outraged at 
small town religious hypocrisy, 
the satire makes telling, if 
general, points (Pennsylvania’s 
censors banned it), doing a 
better job on intolerable 
children in the process than

There’s the seed of an 
interesting idea here: place 
machismo within a context of 
complete emasculation, and the 
machismo really looks like just 
one more sad form of self- 
defense. In The Last Detail Jack 
Nicholson plays a character a 
little like the redneck side of his 
Five Easy Pieces persona, but 
there’s no secret talent for him 
to fall back on this time; instead 
of a classical pianist in mufti 
he’s just an ordinary middle- 
aged sailor, whose only real 
ambition is to keep his life from 
getting any worse. On orders to 
travel with a young thief to a 
Navy prison several states away, 
he remarks in mid-journey that 
“he’s the kinda guy who’s goin’ 
to the brig, but he’s secretly 
probably glad. On the outside 
too many bad things can happen 
to him, this way it’s already 


happened.” The “Situation” He") 


describes is very clearly his own. 

Set against an atmosphere of 
countless petty humiliations, 
the Nicholson character emerges 
as interesting study in 
masculine bluster. His bragging 
radiates uncertainty; whenever 
he laughs, there’s a furtive 
sidelong glance to make sure 
someone else is laughing too. He 
measures his own importance 
according to his surroundings. 
feeling-most at home in a cheap 
hotel or snack bar where he can 
behave like a king. He likes to 
pull rank whenever possible. 
and all his attempts to help the 
young prisoner are mostly just 
tests of his own ability to 
reassure. In one scene, he 
decides very gravely to teach the 
prisoner to be a signalman — 
largely because signaling is one 
of the few things definite and ¢ 
easy enough for him to really 
know. 

However, director Hal Ashby 
has a tendency to overdo almost 
anything. And so the 
handsignaling is used literally. 
too; when Nicholson has finally 
buoyed the captive’s spirits 
enough for the captive to. 
attempt to escape the kid 
signals “bye-bye’’ before taking 
off. It’s too great a departure in 
mood for any film that, by virtue 
of its countless drab on-the-train 
or on-the-bus shots, is 
apparently aspiring to realism. 
Ashby’s self-indulgence makes 
itself felt in all manner of tiny. 
mood-breaking touches, like a 
malt that gets ordered so that 
Nicholson can draw laughs with 
a white rim on his moustache. 

Technically, The Last Detail! 
is just about so-so, but this isn’t 
the sort of film you rate 
according to techniques: it 
either grabs you or it doesn’t. 
Like American Graffiti and 
Mean Streets before it (and like 
Easy Rider before them all), it’s 
very much an atmosphere 
picture, and after a certain point 
how you feel about the thing is a 
function of how you feel about . 
its milieu. I got pretty tired of 
watching the principals get 
soused in their Navy underwear 
(Beer! Greatest drink inna 
world’’), and I also got tired of 
their vocabulary, which varies 
only slightly over an hour and 
forty minutes (i.e. ‘‘You’re 
shittin’ me!” “I wouldn’t shit 
you, you’re my favorite turd’’), 
but I do know people who were 
terribly moved by it just the 
same. They were all men; I think 
in this case you’d probably have 
to be.

This makes a career 
retrospective especially 
valuable, and the Boston area 
will be treated to not one but 
two feasts of Bunuel this winter 
and spring.

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Music: A Rising Tide, a Falling Star

Maria Muldaur is not a huge 
international success. She 
doesn’t enjoy the. widespread 
popularity of Helen Reddy or 
Bette Midler or Ann Murray. 
But for a folk-based singer who 
recorded her first solo album as 
little more than a whim (at least 
the way she explains it) she’s 
doing surprisingly and 
encouragingly well — perhaps 
even better than the Kweskin 
Jug Band, the group that 
brought her to the attention of 
the public. 

Undoubtedly, she is being 
propelled by the rising tide of 
female vocalists. Never. mind 
the late Jim Croce’s current 
domination of album sales — the 
real story today is the supply of 
and demand for lady singers, be 
they country, rock, easy- 
listening or folk. It may_not 
necessarily be that the dearth of 
film roles for women has created 
this influx, but a kind of 
compensation is obviously at 
work. The men who write 
screenplays (and screenplays are 
an almost exclusive male 
preserve) are not prepared to 
create roles for liberated women 
and are justifiably afraid to milk 
the old and hopelessly out-of- 
date stereotypes. So, by and 
large, the only women in film 
with three dimensional roles are 
those who actively create them 
(Joanne Woodward) or have the 
patience to wait years until the 
real thing comes along (Jane 
Fonda). 

But women singers face no 
such barriers. The blues 
tradition has allowed women the 
same sexual expressivity as men 
— Bessie Smith, a “mammy” on 
the silver screen, was a 
complete, unadulterated woman 
in song — and as it has 


influenced popular music, so has 
it influenced popular female 
vocalists. Aretha Franklin 
sounded no less authentic 
singing “Respect” than did the 
hulking, gravel-voiced Otis 
Redding, the author of the song. 
In addition, women write their 
own songs. No matter how trite 
the imagery of “I Am Woman,” 
Helen Reddy’s strident 
pronunciamento is still a 
woman’s and not a man’s 
popularization of feminism. And 
writers like Joni Mitchell and 
Toni Brown have been able to 
paint portraits of modern 
woman the likes of which have 
not yet been seen on movie 
screens. 

In the past few years the 
public appetite for female 
singers has grown by leaps and 
bounds; Bette Midler and Helen 
Reddy are already cultural 
heroines of a sort and singers 
with ordinary gifts, like Ann 
Murray, have begun to churn 
out hits the way the Osmonds 
and the Jacksons used to do. 
Even a demanding, difficult 
artist like Joni Mitchell has 
become a great commercial 
success. Within this upsurge, 
Maria is mining a particular 
vein, folk-rock, which has 
evidenced a crying need for 
female singers for a long time. 
Mary Travers, Joan Baez and 
Judy Collins no longer 
command the large followings 
they once had — only Bonnie 
Raitt and Linda Ronstadt are 
active folk-rock presences. 

So, unwittingly, Maria was 
filling a vacuum by making her 
first album, a collection of 
traditional blues and folk 
originals subtly sung and softly 
accompanied. But, more than 
just filling a vacuum, she was

reintroducing a sense of humor 
to popular music. As her 
performance at the Valentine's 
Day concert at the Music Hall 
showed, she knows how not to 
take herself too seriously. A song 
containing the line ‘“‘won’t you 
be my chauffeur” can be treated 
as a blues relic not to be 
tampered with, or it can be 
meaningfully updated with 
comic irony. Maria treats her 
traditional material and her 
performance with both respect 
and irreverence; when she’s 
rocking to a well-executed beat, 
she maintains a comic self- 
awareness which makes _her 
sexiness that much more 
appealing. 

Even a Stephen Stills 
audience (Stills was the show’s 
headliner) could appreciate her 
warmth and sense of humor — 
after running through 
essentially the same set she has 


been using since the release ot 
her album (with a little: less 
spontaneity and a little more 
professionalism), she received a 
standing ovation. That's 
something even Stephen Stills 
can’t always get from his 
audiences. 

One of the most -affecting 
songs she did was ‘“‘Lover Man,” 
a Billie Holiday ballad. Maria 
can perform this song and others 
like it for a rock audience 
because her approach, unlike 
that of the cabaret singers who 
attempted it after Billie, is 
sincere and original. Her 
falsetto, the trademark of her 
vocalizing, is unsure and 
vulnerable and, best of all, 


entirely unusual. Instead of 


making you feel like you’re 
listening to another faceless 
nightclub singer doing an old 
familiar song, she reminds you 
how good simple love songs used

to be. 

Stephen Stills is not as happy 
a story. When he emerged from 
Crosby, Stills and Nash as a 
sermonizing blues shouter, he 
invited critical attacks. Now. 
quieter, less arrogant and less 
important, he invites 
commiseration. His voice is a 
decimated instrument, coarse 
where it was once fine 
sandpaper; and his whole 
performance demeanor is tired, 
and retiring. He said barely a 
word as he ran through his 
repertoire, alone and with a 
colorless new band. 

It was encouraging to hear 
him do some of his oldies, like 
“Pretty Girl Why,” “Four Days 
Gone” and “Wooden Ships,” 
songs which hearken back to his 
golden songwriting years. These 
were songs he hadn’t done in 
recent concerts, but he never 
seemed to be able to get himself 
excited about them; his 
audience too had difficulty 
getting worked up, though a few 
isolated souls seemed still to 
carry a torch for him. 

At one time Stills had been a 
superb songwriter. In his Buffalo 
Springfield and Crosby, Stills 
and’ Nash days he created 
sparkling song crystals — 
“Bluebird,”’ ‘“‘Rock ’N’ Roll 
Woman,” ‘Helplessly Hoping,” 
“Suite: Judy Blue Eyes” — 
which were concise and 
elegantly imagistic. But when he 
became a solo act he began to 
dilute his talents, creating more 
melodies and words and fewer 
distinguished songs. In 
interviews recently he’s given 
the impression that he’s tired of 
music and wants to get into film. 
That he’s tired of music was 
evident at the Music Hall on 
Valentine’s Day. 
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Charles Rosen: As Rare as... Gasoline

_ At Harvard a couple of weeks 
ago, under the fearsome rubric 
of Visiting Phi Beta Kappa 
Scholar, was pianist and writer 
Charles Rosen, about whom | 
wrote at length in last 
November’s music supplement. 
He held seminars on his brutally 
erudite study, The Classical 
Style, and on the vexing piano 
music of friends Elliott Carter 
and Pierre Boulez. He lectured 
on the aesthetic theories that 
preceded, and hence informed, 
the music of Robert Schumann. 
And he played Beethoven’s two 
longest solo piano compositions, 
the sonata opus 106 
(““Hammerklavier”) and the 
variations opus 120 (on a waltz 
of Anton Diabelli). 

Rosen’s lecture entitlea 
“Schumann and the Theories of 
Romantic Expression” examines 
many of Germany’s important 
writers, artists, poets, critics. 
linguists, even scientists, of the 
years 1795-1840. In that period 
one finds plays that begin with 
epilogues, the characters 
discussing the author; plans for 
buildings presented with one 
sketch showing what the 
structure would look like in a 
thousand years, as a ruin; a 
painting of a pastoral landscape 
with a large thumbprint lightly 
penned over it, so the viewer 
would realize that he was 
looking out through a dirty 
window at the real world. Many 
of Schumann’s pieces have 


deliberately confused and 
confusing openings and closings, 


the effect of disorientation 
created by the wrong key, wrong 


performance, showing all sorts of 
new connections. It’s solid 
history of ideas, modestly 
presented, deftly organized, and 
highly funny in a donnish way. 
(In spite of himself, Rosen 
frequently came off as an 
intellectual’s Victor Borge.) His 
talk contrasted strikingly with 
Leonard Bernstein’s recently- 
concluded Norton series. 
Bernstein was less scholarly, less 
rigorous in argument, 
larger claims — but spoke 
altogether like a virtuoso. Rosen, 
though an easy and precise 
speaker, nevertheless hems and 
haws, repeats himself, digresses 
with long and convoluted 
thoughts, and sometimes can’t 
really get the idea started until 
halfway through the utterance. 

Even more impressive than 
the lecture was Rosen’s Sanders 
Theatre recital. People were. at 
the door an hour and a half 
before the concert was to start, 
perhaps conditioned to feeling 
that late Beethoven was now as 
rare as gasoline; Sanders was 
filled completely with over a half- 
hour to go. Eminent composers 
and performers were turned 
away, as well as hundreds of 
others. . 

The panic was worth it. 
however. Rosen played this 
noble, ugly, sarcastic, witty. 
playful, complex music with 
awesome technique, absolute 
concentration, and with a 
dedication to its perverse 
integrity of which no other 
pianist is capable. Rosen’s 
‘‘Hammerklavier” reading was 
bristly, bizarre-sounding, direct

He likewise clarified it in his 
lucid, uncompromising playing. 
We were offered no prettiness, 
no grand tone, simply the most 
bracing and draining of listening 
experiences.

went out of tune, particularly 
one note, probably newly- 
strung. Further, it wasn’t well- 
regulated, having an 


inconsistent soft pedal and an 


uneven touch, “It hardly 
mattered in the Hammerklavier, 
because I’ve played that so 
much it offers few difficulties 
any more, and by the Diabelli | 
was completely warmed.” 
(Rosen also had to go on right 
after arriving out of the cold. 
since the audience had been 
waiting so long.) 


Sanders Theatre afforded 
more than its usual share of 
hazards. Radiators hissed loudly 
throughout the first half of the 
evening. (Can Harvard fix 
something so simple?) Later 
they stopped, but then there was 
some silent brouhaha in a back 
row that required the University 
police (mugging? fainting? 
death? birth?) In the second half 
of the evening some yahoos, 
apparently at WHRB (the 
student radio station located in 
the basement of Sanders). 
decided to turn up their station 
monitor speakers to full blast 
during the “Doctor Rhythm 
meets Mr. Blues” -segment of 
their exam-period musical 
orgies. Consequently, as Dr. 
Beethoven met Mr. Diabelli, the 
bass line of some Bobby ‘“‘Blue”™ 
Bland composition wafted 
thumpingly up into the theatre. 
It seems funny now, but at the 
time it was infuriating, not to 
say disgracefully bad manners. 
Rosen hadn’t noticed; indeed, 
he was pleased at how the 


accent (all of which Schumann and very fast (though Beethoven ostensibly. simpler, more evening had gone (‘especially 
tidied up in subsequent wanted it even faster).

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ELEANOR STEBER LIVE AT 
THE CONTINENTAL BATHS 
(RCA ARL 1-0436) 

It would be apt if this piece of 
old-style exploitative gayola 
bore an epigraph by the late Sir 
William Schwenck Gilbert: 
“There’s a fascination frantic/ 
In a ruin that’s romantic;/ Do 
you think you are sufficiently 
decayed?”’ It would also be 
summary justice, but 
defensible, if every last copy of 
RCA ARL 1-0436 were publicly 
burned at 2 a.m. in front of 
Sporter’s. 

But we are getting ahead of 
ourselves, and the reader may be 
curious to know: (1)What are 
the Continental Baths? (2)Who 
is Eleanor Steber? (3)What, if 
anything, explains their 
unnatural connection? 

The Continental Baths and 
Health Club, in New York City, 
is an establishment frequented 
by male homosexuals in pursuit 
of lubricity. A young composer 
of my acquaintance claims to 
have had seven (7) extra- 
musical experiences there in one 
(1) evening. Other kinds of live 
entertainment are provided, 
usually by performers on the 
way up (Bette Midler), or on the 
way down (Pat Suzuki, who 
sang “I Enjoy Being A Girl” in 
“Flower Drum Song’’). 

Next, Ms. Steber. She is a 
native of West Virginia and an 
alumna of the New England 
Conservatory of Music. At the 
Metropolitan Opera from 1939 
into the 60’s, she sang Verdi 
(Violetta, Alice Ford 
Elisabetta); Mozart (Fiordiligi, 
Constanze, Donna Elvira); 
Strauss (Sophie, the 
“Marschallin, Barak’s Wife, 
Arabella); Puccini (Madame 
Butterfly, Minnie) and much 


else. She is the Marzelline on 
Toscanini’s recording of 
“Fidelio.” On January 15, 1958, 
when she created, as they say, 
the title role of Samuel Barber’s 
‘‘Vanessa,’’ Louis Sherry’s 
Metropolitan Opera Restaurant 
served a dinner that included 
‘Vanilla Ice Cream with 
Strawberries Eleanor.’’ More 
recently, she has recorded, along 
with Kenny Baker, hymns 
beloved of the late Mary Baker 
Grover Anderson Eddy (1821- 
1910). The lady, no doubt about 
it, is a trouper. 

But why should anybody take 
the trouble to buy this release? 
Ms. Steber’s once-glorious 
instrument comes across, with 
merciless clarity, as not much 
more than a tremolo with the 
remains of a voice attached. She 
can and does hit the pitches in 
Mozart’s “Come scoglio,” but 
they are to be found midway 
between the crests (very high) 
and troughs (very deep) of the 
aforesaid tremolo. The effect 
resembles what I imagine you 
would get from one of those 
vibrators advertised in the back 
pages of hard-porn magazines. A 
flamenco-style chest tone 
provides occasional surcease. 
Some additional Mozart, 
Puccini, Charpentier, Massenet, 
and Lehar are on the program. 

There are enough good Steber 
recordings in the catalogue, and 
the reader should look them up. 
The appeal here, I take it, is 
largely to that segment of the 
homosexual subculture that 
simultaneously adulates and 
mocks feminine grotesqueness or 
deformity. If that’s not 
retrograde, sexist, and ethically 
shady, I don’t know what is. 
But, in this case, Ms. Steber is a 
consenting adult.

David Holland: CONFERENCE 
OF THE BIRDS (ECM 1027 ST) 

Growing up in England, 
bassist David Holland had to 
rely on recordings for most of his 
contact with jazz and its 
evolution. We seldom realize it, 
but listeners on this side of the 
ocean, even in cities of sizable 
musical activity such as Boston, 
are similarly dependent on 
recorded evidence of where the 
music is going and what many of 


In the last few years, as new 
approaches and new faces have 
proliferated, the necessity of 
audio documentation has 
become imperative. Europeans 
have more of a sense of this 
necessity, and less of a play-it- 
safe attitude, than most large 
American labels, so it has 
become common for European 
labels to develop important jazz 
catalogues which, after a few 
years, get picked up for 
distribution by American 
companies. Such is the case with 
Polydor, now circulating 
selected items from Germany’s 
ECM catalogue. 

The ECM series is concerned 
solely with the exploratory side 
of the international jazz scene; 
its quality and seriousness are 
well displayed by Polydor’s first 
releases, which include Gary 
Burton’s The New Quartet; 
Chick Corea’s brilliant Piano 
Improvisations, Vo.. 1; Ruta & 
Daitya, duets by Keith Jarrett 
and Jack DeJohnette; Robin 
Kenyatta’s Girl from 
Martinique and this superb 
Dave Holland quartet session. 

Several common ties link the 
players on this November, 1972 
set: Holland, Reedman Anthony 
Braxton and drummer Barry 
Altschul were three-fourths of 
Chick Corea’s Circle; Sam 
Rivers has made Altschul the 
regular drummer in the Rivers 
trio; and Holland and Rivers 
both spent time in Miles Davis’ 
band. This last connection 
surfaces on “Four Winds” and 
““See-Saw,” two straight-ahead 
essays in the style of Miles’ 
“ESP” period. Braxton has a

Gram _ Parsons with Emmylou

If I felt qualified to eulogize _ 


Gram Parsons, how would I feel 
praising this album only faintly? 
Talking, performing, or 
recorded, Gram was charming, 
but it was only in his courtly 
distractions that his doomed 
side showed. As Ben Gerson 


noted after we spent time with _ 


Gram’s troupe last spring, he 
acted like one with nothing to 
lose. What this often-lovely 
album wants for is that dark, 
private side, a fatalism that was 
very Southern but found its 
eloquence throttled by certain 
conventions of country 
songwriting. 

For this reason, ‘“‘Return of the 
Grievous Angel” is a winning 
but not compelling title track. 
Having hit upon a felicitously 
Elizabethan image, Gram steps 
back and makes it a highway 
song. “Hearts On Fire,’’ a

Just to avoid any possible 
misunderstanding later on, I’m 
declaring now that I genuinely 
do like almost all the screen 
work Caludette Colbert did in 
the and °40s, and that I 
don’t think A Community of 
Two, not matter how Colbert- 
tailored it may be, is only a 
“vehicle.” In the first place, 
vehicles are not the final 
tributes we offer old stars; rather 
they are usually the last insults 
we pay them. Bette Davis and 
Joan Crawford and Olivia De 
Havilland — do they.all really 
believe that stuff they give 
about ‘‘new careers’’ and 
“kidding their own images’’ for 
the benefit of people like Robert 
Aldrich? What Ever Happened 
to Baby Jane may be your idea 
of camp, but it makes me gag to 
watch a person of some dignity 
chewing on her celluloid past 
like a vulture gone insane. No. 
A Community of Two simply 
has too high a sensibility to land 
in that category. 

And in the second place, 
Caludette Colbert needs no 
apologies. She works in this 
play, does what acting is asked 


of her in good style, and handles 


things in general with thorough 
professionalism. That means 
that the second indignity 


“vehicles” are heir to — Norma 


Desmondism you might call it — 
is not in question. 

So with that said, we can now 
proceed to the inevitable 
“‘howevers.”” A Community of 
Two is a play that defies 
classification. It draws its title 
from Ambrose Bierce’s

suspect, from some punning on 
A Majority of One, both 
Thoreau’s and Broadway’s), and 
so would seem to be trying for a 
kind of comic dissection of the 
institution. But that doesn’t 
quite fit, because the jokes are so 
often superficial and the comedy 
too light. Nor does it work as a 
plain, crass, modern piece of 
titillation for the Theatre Guild 
crowd, since one of the leading 
characters is occasionally almost 
witty in the old ’30s movie way. 

Jerome Chodorov has in fact 
used his best instincts and 
energies for this character, 
whom he wants as a personal 
spokesman. Only the “message” 
turns out to be that if your 
spouse is pompous and 
domineering, you should divorce 
him and try a little 
independence. In other words, 
banality prettily dressed up. 
This same character even 
manages to win Claudette 
Colbert to his bed by the end of 
the play for no apparent reason 
other than the author’s 
sentimentality. It’s an ending 
that even caught off guard the 
opening night audience that was 
more or less rooting for the 
character to do just that. The 
sentimentality simply tipped 
over. 

If this sounds like a potential 
game of yo-yo, faint praise and 
faint damns capable of going 
both ways all night long, there 
are at least reasons, and they’re 
practically all in what must be 
the playwright’s indecision and 
laziness. Simply to picture the 
setting — the landing of an 
apartment on Central Park 
west, door accidentally locking, 
elevators rising propitious 
and infelicitous moments, a

class woman sparring with her 
new neighbor, ex-spouses and 
mistresses and her son and his 
girlfriend all dropping in may 
be enough to show you the 
standard kinds of traps the play 
falls into so easily. 


For every half-way funny Neil 
Simonish line, there is a dull, 
jokey New York reference; for 
every funny piece of business, a 
‘‘sure-fire,’’ laugh-getting 
clunker like a wordly wise © 
Jewish character: Chodorov just 
couldn’t leave anything alone, 
apparently, and so we even get 
the last-ditch weakness of a 
middle-aged author doing a 
modern comedy: stale Paddy 
Chayefskean dialogue from 
Youth on ‘‘marijuana 
cigarettes” and “communes.”

Associate Artists Opera, one 
of the most imaginative and 
sparky little companies in 
America, is in desperate 
financial straits. Their recently 
mounted double-bill of Vaughan- 
Williams’ Riders to the Sea and 
Walton’s The Bear was less than 
half sold out for the usual two 
performances, and there’s real 
doubt now that Rossini’s La 
Cenerentola (“Cinderella”) can 
be mounted at all. 

It’s bad enough that the 
company has always had to 
limit itself to two or three 
performances each of about four 
operas a season (it takes money. 
you know); if we were to lose this 
group now, it would be a major 
cultural disaster for Boston.

True, Associate Artists’ opener 
this season, Cosi fan tutte, drew 
98 percent capacity audiences: 
but how timid most Bostonians 
are when it comes to 
contemporary opera.

bill should have filled the 
National Theatre if most 
Bostonians had even a modicum 
of taste, let alone 
adventurousness. I’ve never 
heard Eunice Alberts better 
than she was in Rider to the 
Sea, nor have I ever seen or 
heard such stylish acting and 
singing as that of Ernest Triplett 
and Jan Curtis in the deliciously 
comic Walton work. Yet, the 
hall went begging. 

Listen, Boston: culture can't 
live forever on the profits of 
champagne intermissions. This 
company needs our help. And it 
needs, too, the active support of 
‘the state, the city, the business 
community, and the everyday 
opera-lover. Please, please, if 
you have any concern for 
holding on to the little we have 
in this town that is genuinely 
worth keeping, send a check for 
any amount to Associate 
Artists Opera Company, 551 
Tremont Street, Boston.

The first week of January is 
hardly the ideal time to wander 
into Boston galleries looking for 
photo exhibits. The experience 
is analogous to a drama critic 
showing up between the matinee 
and the feature performance. 
Janitorial life is in full swing, 
new resolve and hindsight 
abounds, but the aura of 
transition is all pervasive and 
any show still hanging or just 
hung is unavoidably tainted by 
the nagging impression that 
you’ve stayed too long or arrived 
unfashionably early. 

Carl Siembab greeted me with 
a distracted quizzical look at the 
door of his Newbury St. Gallery. 
After introductions and still 
standing in the hall, I noted, 
“Oh, bare walls.” Yes, it seems 
that the long weekend had 
delayed the opening of Arnold 
Kramer’s “Recent Photographs” 
exhibit. I completed my 
intrusion and ultimately 
witnessed some of the behind- 
the-scenes business that gallery 
directors normally carry out 
behind closed doors. 

Siembab was about to edit 
Kramer’s shipment of 
photographs for the exhibition. I 
asked him what he knew about 
Kramer, biographical data, etc. 
Not too much; he was a former 
student of Minor White’s, ‘‘but 
then who isn’t.” I did deduce 
that Arnold Kramer is no BU 
student with a Minolta acting 
out some fantasy from Blow Up. 
He’s been around for a while, 
works with large format (5x7) 
film, and like many photo artists 
hung at Siembab’s, hovers 
around the new conservative 
tradition of Weston and the like 
with an equal sampling of 
innovations and imitations 
among his work to let us know 
that both he and his genre are 
still alive and operative. 

Siembab spread. Kramer’s 
prints around the room propping 
them on chairs and radiators. If 
depth of thought is a correlative 
function of pensive silence, then 
Carl Siembab and I have been 
mutually convinced of each 
other’s intensity. This collection 
of photographs was divided 
sharply between a small set of 
portraits and a wealth of 
seemingly similar nature shots. 
Forcing myself beyond the level 
of my “hmmm, more rocks and 
trees” reaction, I picked out a 
handful of what I considered 
stronger, more striking images 
— rippling wheat fields that 
actually rippled, a tree trunk 
that dramatically pulled you 


down into its pastoral shade — 
and I decided I liked all the 
portraits. | thought he’d never 
ask, “Well, what do you think?” 

I explained that I thought 
there was something very 
traditional about the work both 
in terms of photography and the 
composition of landscape 
painting, but that Kramer 
obviously photographed things 
that only a photographer would 


see. 

Whether Siembab agreed with 
me or not didn’t register at the 
time because it was at that point 
that he revealed to me that the 
photographs had been organized 
by Kramer into sequences of up 
to twelve photos, and that 
prescribed groupings of the 
rocks and trees stuff were meant 
to act as sets — titled no less. 
Siembab’s problem was editing 
and reorganizing the sequences 
down to an appropriate size for 


, the available wall space, and he 


was in the process of convincing 
himself that each image was 
worthy to stand alone with the 
success of the sequences 
undiminished by editing. In a 
sense he was right. Kramer’s 
photographs were totally 
acceptable to me before the 
concept of a series was 
introduced, and even though 
they had been arranged around 
the gallery in order, the fact of 
sequence had been _ neither 
obvious nor necessary. 

What was really interesting 
about this whole experience 
though, was how much the 
knowledge of sequential 
organization added to the effect 
of Kramer’s work. A collection of 
graphic blocks of nature 
landscapes and details became 
“Dream in a Pasture,’’ which as 
a total work involved the viewer 
in an impressionistic 


relationship with Kramer's 
concept; I began to see things in 


thet individual prints that had 
been clouded by the 
shortsighted perception that 
causes us to look for a “reason” 
behind single photographic 
images. Though the whole may 
have had little more literal 
meaning than the parts, the title 
and the idea of an overriding 
concept add to the viewers’ 
ability to appreciate and allows 
us to participate by projecting 
our related impressions of the 
works in series. Valid either way, 
to be sure, Kramer’s work is 
delicate but not fragile. 
Whatever omissions Carl 
Siembab deemed plausable, the 
set of prints could survive.

mainly to prove that he had 
been there. A few portraits, 
subjected to a variety of 
alterations, were beautiful on a 
number of levels, but what no 
doubt attracted the most 
comment from his offering were 
the personal imagery series, 
obviously posed, heavily altered 
and literally confusing, if not 
obscure. One sequence, again 
made dreamlike by the 
alterations, related carnal lust 
with religious symbolism. This 


termed ‘‘experimental.’”’ The 
technique with which he was 
experimenting was one by which 
otherwise uninteresting 
‘photographs were intentionally 
made to look as though they had 
been pulled from the darkroom 
wastebasket. This made them 
somewhat interesting, but the 
compliments have to stop there. 
We could assume that Friedman 
is into some dadaesque: self- 
obliteration trip, or we- could 
take his work at face value and 
decide that he actually has no 
visual, photographic or artistic 
sense. It might be more realistic, 
though, to conclude that he is 
actually experimenting and 
doesn’t care what the public 
thinks. This must be the case, 
because it takes a lot of nerve to 
hang a set of prints that have 
been underexposed, faded and 
chemically malprocessed to the 
point where they have turned 
pink. The only clue to assure us 
that Friedman didn’t accidently 
send his garbage over to the 


go at that. 

Canadian based Ear! Kowall, 
who shared the Imageworks’ 
gallery space with the Great 
Experiment, would seem to be 


‘out just about as far as 


Friedman with the excepting 
condition that some honest 
thought had gone into his 
créations which allows the 
viewer to react and relate to 
what he sees. Most of Kowall’s 
prints had been altered by some 
unrecognizable process that no 
one at Imageworks could 
explain. The result is a heavy 
grained bad newsprint quality 


- halfway between an overexposed 


Xerox copy and a Kodalith 
conversion which obscures the 
image, causing you to take a 
close look and adds suggestions 
of antiquity and dreams to the 
content. The content was the 
most remarkable aspect of 
Kowall’s show. 

Some of his photographs 
(unaltered) were routine people 
shots taken in Africa serving 


was accomplished by showing 
people in various pornographic 
situations posed in churches or 
amid rows of crosses. A second 
series followed a group of nude 
human bodies through a 
slaughterhouse. The pictures 
would have been shocking if 
they hadn’t been so absurd. One 
in particular, taken in a diner 
showing customers casually 
lolling over their meals with 
human carcasses hung over the 
counter, was so strikingly well 
done as to be believable in a 
surreal sort of way. 


You could read anything you 
wanted into these photographs. 
The printing technique clouded 
obvious intention as well as 
resolution, and it’s hard to say 
how seriously the work is meant 
to be taken. While Kowall’s 
collection could hardly be 
considered totally successful, it 
was an example of valid 
experimentation asking to be 
loved or hated. ;

Continued from page | ————— 
favorite — he conducted himselt 
rather like Hamilton Burger. 
except that he won just about 
every case. He sat back now and 
coasted to a 6-1 victory, sealing 
first place for himself. He 
punctuated his victory with a 
patient handshake and went oft 
with his dad. 

Milton Blaut is one of the 
Herman Kahns of table hockey. 
To explain: there are basically 
two ways to play the game of 
table hockey. The first is to play
